LABOR QUESTION UP TO 
THE SUPREME COURT 


CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS UP¬ 
HOLDS RESTRAINING ORDER 
AGAINST INTERFERENCE. 


Washington, Dec. 28.—A petition for 
a writ of certiorari In the case of tho 
Sailors' Union of the Pacific and Pa¬ 
cific Marine Firemen's Union against 
the Hammond Lumber Company, of 
California, was filed to-day in the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States. The 
case Involves the right of discharged 
union employes to interfere with the 
operation of a business enterprise. The 
suit was instituted by the lumber com¬ 
pany, which, having trouble with its 
employes who were members of a 
union, asked the United States Circuit 
Court for the northern district of Cali¬ 
fornia to enjoin Lhe union, of which the 
discharged men were members, from 
Interfering with the conduct of its 
business, and the prayer was promptly 
granted by Judga Morrow, sitting In 
that court. When the union appealed 
to the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Ninth circuit, the ver¬ 
dict of the court below was approved, 
and the union now* asks the Supreme 
Court of the United States to bring 
the case Into that court for review.

ler. and after the Injunction had been 
dissolved by the Court of Appt-a/ls Gov. 
Beckham refused to commute the sen¬ 
tence and named January 3 as tho day 
on which Sturgeon should die. The 
petition signed by the twelve Jurors 
who convicted Sturgeon, asking that 
his sentence be conynutod, is also In the 
hands of Gov.

WOULD MAKE BUREAU UNDER 
SOME OTHER HEAD. 


COMMITTEE FACES DILEMMA. 


New York, Dec. 28.—The Committee 
of One Hundred on National Health * 
announced to-day that at a meeting of I 
the members a letter had been read 
from President Roosevelt In which he 
opposed a national department of I 
health to be under the direction of a I 
new Cabinet officer. President Roose¬ 
velt. In hls letter to Prof. Fisher, 
chairman of the committee, which was 
made public to-day. said: 

’I believe that we could, with ndvan- : 
tagu, have a Bureau of Health, to be I 
put under one of the existing depart- j 
rnsivts, but we need no additional C'ab- i 
Inet officers. On the contrary, they | 
would be a disadvantage. While we do 
most urgently need a rearrangement of I 
the bureaus and divisions of the pres¬ 
ent Cabinet, we also need to have every 
executive office of the Government put 
under some Cabinet office. I am utter¬ 
ly against the creation of any Inde¬ 
pendent bureau not under a Coblnot 
office.” 

President Hlint, of Harvard, stated 
at the meeting of the committee: “The 
Committee of One Hundred is oon-: 
front«l with a dilemma. If less than 
a Federal department, with reprefenta- | 
Lion in the Cabinet results, little will be 
accomplished. To seek to create a new 
department with a secretary in the 
Cabinet is to undertake the impossi¬ 
ble.” 

The committee is now generally com¬ 
mitted to the advocacy of a system of 
health bureaus within an existing de¬ 
partment rather than a new depart¬ 
ment.

More Evidence Against the Fly. 

To the Courier-Journal comes a copy 
©f the report made by the commission 
appointed by the Merchants* Associa¬ 
tion of New York to Investigate the 
immace to health whdeh exists In the 
form of the common housefly. The 
statements made by the New York sci¬ 
entists throw much light upon the sub¬ 
ject and repay perusal. They convict 
the liy of being a terrible sort of crea¬ 
ture. flitting about the world and 
spreading diseases by means of bacilli 
which it pldks up In Its travels. They 
give microscopic photographs of the 
trucks made by a fly in walking across 
a gelatine plate and the germs, twist¬ 
ing and squirming, deposited there by 
It. They caught flics In cages con¬ 
structed for the purpose, and in the re¬ 
port appears the results of the studies 
of the flies so caught, which do not 
look welt fo^ the character of the In¬ 
sects. They give disease statistics, and 
dhow how In certain districts in and 
about New York epidemics of dysen¬ 
tery. typhoid fever and other Ills are 
dearly traceable to various foul pools 
or decaying matter whose germs were 
carried away by files and administered 
to the human being'through the medi¬ 
um of his food. Every fly that plows 
Its way through the butter may carry 
death germs with him. 

To quote the report of the scientists 
referred to: 

"Fly traps were placed this summer 
©n piers, under the piers, one block from 
the river and so on around the water 
front In the various boroughs. Assigned 
to districts. Inspectors were detailed to 
gather the captive flies, which wore taken 
to the laboratory and dally counts made 
of their ntuybsm and the material on 
the body, mouth and legs of the insects 
examined. 

•♦The form and character of the fly's 
body Is particularly adapted for carry¬ 
ing the Infectious material, and as they 
breed In fecal matter almost exclusively 
and at< the rate of thotiaandskfnr each In¬ 
dividual fly, the consequent facility for 
the spread of disease-breeding germs Is 
apparent. 

“To prove by experiment, captured files 
were thoroughly cleaned and then allowed 
to wall; over Infected material. They were 
again examined and the material which 
they carried analyzed. In one Instance, n 
flV captured on' S#>uth street this summer 
w:uj fouad to be carrying In his mmith 
and on his legs over one hundred thou¬ 
sand 1 100,000) fecal bacteria, showing the 
affinity to dangerous germs for this active 
medium of dissemination. 

“There were 6,247 coses of typhoid fe¬ 
ver and other Intestinal diseases In the 
City of New York from July 1 to October 
81 this year. Our Investigation shows 
that as the temperature rises the files 
become more active and Intestinal diseases 
become generally prevalent, with a cor¬ 
responding Increase in mortality. An er¬ 
roneous Impression Inclines to the belief 
that the disease is due to hot weather. 
While climatic conditions, by reducing 
the vitality, favor the contraction of the 
disease, they are not usually the real 
cause of it. The temperature docs not 
produce the specific germ which Inva¬ 
riably accompanies the malady. The 
activity of the house fly Is in proportion 
to the temperature, und the time at 
which it pi most active and most numer¬ 
ous corresponds exactly with the time of 
the contracting of typhoid and other in¬ 
testinal diseases. 

• • • “Much is said about the scat¬ 

tering of disease germs by mosquitoes, 
but they r<e not to be compared with 
files ns disseminators of disease. Deaths 
from malaria (the mosquito's specialty) 
reported for ISOS in New York City wore 
only fifty-two 162).“ 

The commission urges* in Its report 
a sort of combination warfare* against 
the pollution of stream* by sewage, 
which serves as a breeding-place of 
txftterta., and against files, which serve 
to communicate the bacteria to the hu¬ 
man family. i 


A Bad Mistake.

The purist 
and the dlve-Jceoper, however, now and 
then happen to learn what Is good for 
their health, and, In skinning the whites 
of their eyes skyward, take a thrifty 
side glance at the flesh-pots. 

It Is well It Ls exceedingly well. The 
Saloon License rises from $150 to $500. 
It ls much to be wondered at that the 
absurdly lower figure held so long. 

The Sailoon. as too often conducted. Is 
an indefensible quantity. Hence the 
strength of the Anti-Saloon League. 
Yet Is there no reason why drink may 
not be dispensed in the public houses— 
usually It ls in the hotels—as unobjec- 
tlonably tie in private clubs of gentle¬ 
men. 

That drink places of some sort are In¬ 
evitable, Indeed Indispensable, to the 
larger centers of population, all human 
experience In every jjart of the world, 
outs/de of Turkey, attests. Nowhere, 
save under the rule of Mahomet, has 
teetotalism prevailed, and among the 
followers of the Koran death-dealing 
drugs and vile practices are substituted 
for the drink httbK. Nothing Is truer 
than that Prohibition do s not prohibit. 
But that which may not be extinguish¬ 
ed may be regulated, and meanwhile, 
the teaching of moderation, the lessons 
of temperance, may go on among the 
people to the end, as wise men hope, 
that with each generation less and less 
of drink may be required. 

Such In truth has been the story of the 
last hundred years. The old drinking 
bouts among gentlemen, of which we 
read In Scotch. Irish and English an¬ 
nals, are no longer known among repu¬ 
table people. It is not only not fash¬ 
ionable among the swells and bucks of 
Aristocratic Society to get drunk, but 
it Is interdicted under penalties even In 
the resorts of the rich and gamesome. 
Indisputable progress has been made In 
this regard, and men, especially those 
who call themselves gentlemen, may be 
safely left to the limitations set by 
their own standards, their customs 
and laws, sharpened by the physical 
pains and increased dangers of intox¬ 
ication. 

In saying that there are worse things 
In Kentucky than the gentlemanly 
vices of the race-course and thp side¬ 
board. it was not meant to extol vice of 
any sort, the rather to differentiate the 
venial from the venal, and to mark and 
chastise, the rise of perfidy and Phari¬ 
saism in our public and private life, 
working their insidious poison Into the 
character of the people. 

In the late State election they got a 
very black eye. It will be a long time 
before any political body having an in¬ 
telligent sense of self-interest, to say 
nothing about political Integrity and 
personal conviction, will suffer Itself to 
be debauched by short-sighted and un¬ 
principled leadership such as debauched 
and defeated Democracy In that con¬ 
test. 

The spirit underlying prohibition Is 
in renllty the spirit underlying the 
night-rider and nlght-rldlng. It is in¬ 
tolerance and proscription rampant. It 
is at war with the fundamentals of 
Democracy, which In the beginning was, 
and now* la. and will ever be, the larg¬ 
est freedom and the least government 
consistent with th« public order and 
welfare. Hence no laws In resiralnt of 
legitimate trade. Hence no sumptuary 
legislation over individual liberty. Hence 
the right of every citizen to be guided 
by his own conscience, alike In his work 
and in his play, unhindered by statu¬ 
tory restrictions upon h!s meat and 
drink, hts cxKs and entrances, the cut 
of his coat and the wearing of his 
beard. Democracy and Parochialism be¬ 
ing at eternal war. 

The people of Louisville are Ju-<tly 
proud of their City. It Is a great and a 
noble City, beautiful and prosperous and 
growing. It long ago progressed beyond 
the experimental point. It is in Inland 
metropolis nnd destined to he a g *\it 
inland metropolis. Its \£Xelse arrange¬ 
ments ought to be libera! and clastic, 
adjusted to needs which are exempt Iona 
and not always sta-tlonory.

the smaller towns and rural communi¬ 
ties cannot be made to work here at 
all. Purist supervision of the dubs and 
hotels is equally unreasonable and un¬ 
just. In the long run some means of 
evasion have always been found and 
will always be found. 

On the other hand proscription Is ag¬ 
gressive. Give it an Inch and It will 
take an ell. The Anti-Saloon teiguer 
and the night rider are agreed in this 
that they se© but one thln^ and, be¬ 
cause that is bad, they cons&r naught 
else. Let us hope that the one will not 
be able to bring uo»nn the City the dis¬ 
credit and -hurt which the other hu* 
brought upon the State. 

The larger Interest back of the Sa¬ 
loon* should see that the dives are 
weeded out. The Saloons should be re¬ 
duced by onc-half. Greater profit would 
accrue thereby. Measurably the Saloon 
Interest should be its own policeman. 
The Saloon should be no more a place 
for disorder than other abodes of pub¬ 
lic entertainment. The hours should be 
reasonable—none too soon In the morn¬ 
ing, none too late at night. The 1 
o'clock provision doe* not seem extrav¬ 
agant since the theaters close at 11. 
giving two hours for the supper which 
no many require After the theater. Pro¬ 
vision should bo made for certain hours 
of Sunday closing, the hermetically 
sealed Idea being more or leas oppc*is- 
sive to great bodies of the people and 
not strictly cnforclb!©. 

The public gardens adjacent to the 
City should be unmolested as long as 
Lhey are devoted to Innocent amuse¬ 
ment. 

In shorten municipal code covering 
these things might be established to 
great public advantage, the satisfac¬ 
tion of the reasonable among the 
Church-people, the contentment of those 
who belong to the less rigorous re¬ 
ligious organizations, or profess no par¬ 
ticular Sectarian allegiance, and the 
steady growth of the City in real tem¬ 
perance, in real prosperity and in real 
observance of law. 

It goes without saying that the Sa^ 
loons should be divorced from politic#. 
As tong us perfidy and Pharisaism can 
derive a profit and exploit themselves 
by agitation we may expect agitatiou; 
but even the rankest perfidy and Phari¬ 
saism will become harmless when com¬ 
mon sense and common honesty, rea¬ 
son and truth are left free ko com¬ 
bat them. It is only when conviction 
becomes diseased by Intolerance, and 
courage Is struck dumb by proscription, 
tlrnf States and Cities need to be afraid. 
In Louisville, lot us believe, we shall 
always have a wise pulpit and a fr* o 
press. 

Good Cause For Divorce. 

An Atlanta woman has sued for abso¬ 
lute divorce, alleging in her petition 
that her husband goes to tho theater 
twice a week, and not only refuses to 
take her, but makes a practice of re¬ 
turning and telling her about “the 
show.** The divorce will be granted. 

The person who has the habit of get¬ 
ting an acquaintance Into a corner and 
forcing him to hear an amateur** 
reading of a comedy is an unendurable 
nuisance. To be bound by the bonds 
of matrimony to such a person would 
be intolerable. Even if the j'oung 
woman in Atlanta stopped at home of 
her own accord her husband’s practice 
of compelling her to listen to his ver¬ 
sion of the. "show" would constitute 
cruel and Inhuman treatment, but to

Etiquette of the Highway. 

The etiquette of the highway while 
filling an engagement with a robber 
has always been a subject of discus¬ 
sion ami even of controversy because 
of the delicacy of th© situation In¬ 
volved. Some very learned authorities 
contend that it ls not good form to re¬ 
sist a highwayman; that common po¬ 
liteness demands immediate and cheer¬ 
ful compliance with his roquet for 
your money or watch. Other lecturers. 
Just as eminent, hold that when con¬ 
fronted by a highwayman you should 
never fall to make a demonstration of 
resistance, not fur the resistance Itself, 
but because a highwayman,- being hu¬ 
man, has a sense of pride and, there¬ 
fore, would feel badly over taking 
property from one who appeared meek, 
tame and helpless; there would be lack¬ 
ing the element of conquest; there 
would be missing the circumstances to 
lift tho incident into a real achieve¬ 
ment for the robber. Still others of 
sporty tastes argue that the thing to 
do is to run rapidly from the spot and 
thus convert the affair into a sprint¬ 
ing contest, and some of rathor brutal, 
boorish and selfish natures champion 
the use of violence upon the highway¬ 
man. Since the matter Is thus in abey¬ 
ance and the discussion goes merrily 
on, all incidents which may shed light 
upon the problem and make for Its so¬ 
lution are valuable. It is for this rea¬ 
son that we Invite attention to an in¬ 
cident illustrating the etiquette followed! 
by a young New’ Yorker Of excellent 
social position. This young man had 
been calling. He had with him a num¬ 
ber of articles of value. He Instinct¬ 
ively believed that he would be hailed 
by a highwayman before he kpt homo, 
so ho secreted hts money, watch, cufT 
buttons and scarf-pin in his shoes and 
placed a five-cent piece in his overcoat 
pocket.

Beckham Ism and Night rid¬ 
er Ism. she fats been in a pock of trouble 
these last few years. There Is at least 
a crumb of consolation In the reflec¬ 
tion that a lynching was averted. A 
mob of negroes Is not difficult for a few 
armed officers of the law to keep at a 
distance, bu.t the shooting of the « h.ef o; 
Police at Harrodsburg by a negro who 
Is so bad a character that his color was 
no argument In hi* behalf to other ne¬ 
groes, was a crime that In many com¬ 
munities would have caused the officers 
to yield to the mob. 

Th«r# have been few unofficial hang¬ 
ings In Kentucky in the last ten years. 
Let us have no more of them from any 
: cause whatsoever. The conviction Of 
the Harrodsburg negro for murder, in 
the event that Capt Smith dies, is as 
certain as that we shall have rain at 
some time in the future. In such cases 
the successful prosecution of the crim¬ 
inal is rarely difficult. There might be 
an excuse for lynching a prominent 
citizen for murder. The chances are 
greatly against his being punish© I 
But lynching a negro who eommiis 
murder or aa^.uiU l* never a matter of 
expediency. Any petit jury may be de¬ 
pended upon to Inflict the proper pen¬ 
alty

OTHER WONDERFUL THINGS. 


Two little old men, timidly clinging 
to each other’s arms and blinking in 
the unaccustomed glare of the sun. 
emerged from tho gray walks of Sing 
Sing prison, says the New York World. 

“Were free, Frank; do you know 
what thiVt means?" spoke the younger 
of the two ns he gripped tho hand of 
his companion. 

"Yes, Tom," replied the other, “but 
I'm afraid. The world will all bo new 
to me, nnd I’m an old man now.” 

"Cheer up, boy*. This is no time for 
that kind of talk. I’m going to take 
you both to Now York, where you will 
be among friends." 

Tlie last speaker was Warden Jesse 
FrosL He helped the aged men into a 
waiting sleigh, and a* they dashed off 
a knot of prison officials and others 
who had gathered at the door wfcich 
had just opened to freedom for the two 
swung their hats and shouted words of 
encouragement to them. 

One of the men was Franz Hofmann, 
who had just been paroled after serv¬ 
ing forty-seven years in prison for 
murder, and bears the Jpubtful distinc¬ 
tion of having been the oldest convict 
in point of service In th« country. The 
other was Thomas O'Shea, who hu» 
forfeited twenty-two years of his IIte 
to the State for a deed committed In a 
moment of passion. Hofmann U sixty- 
seven years old; O'Shea sixty-two. Dr. 
Irvine, the prison physician, declares 
that he never saw two men of their 
ages better preserved physically. 

Hofnuinn has been a free rnan for 
a week trt more, but he refused to leave 
the prisch until someone he knew und 
trusted would take him away. So ac¬ 
customed had he become to the only 
life h« pas known for nearly half a 
century that he actually dreaded to go 
out among his fellow men. however 
much he desired his liberty. Warden 
Frost, moved by the old man’s pathet¬ 
ic position, consented to drop his offi¬ 
cial duties long enough to himself lead 
him out into the world. Hofmann wai 
overjoyed at thin, and greatly pleased 
also when ho learned that O’Shea 
would be ready to go, too. So It was 
arranged that they should leave to¬ 
gether. 

A World reporter met Hofmann and 
O'Shea as they cam© out of the prison 
and accompanied them on their won¬ 
drous Journey Into the world.

His First Sleigh Ride. 


“I never remember having had a 
sleigh ride before," said Hofmann, on 
the ride to the railroad station. “You 
see, T wo* only four months In this 
country from Germany w’hen that 
thing (the murder of a woman, for 
which he was convicted and sentenced 
to life Imprisonment) happened." 

The two men took seats on the river 
side In the train and sat In dazed won¬ 
derment at what they biw. Hofmann 
pointed at a little white steamboat 
plowing down the river. 

"Isn’t it beauitiful?" said he. “Just 
think. I con ride on one of them now 
If 1 want to." 

Not a detail of the running of the 
train escaped his attention. O'Shea, 
whoso twenty-two years' absence from 
tho "great outside" made him com¬ 
paratively worldly wise, attempted to 
explain some things to his companion, 
but he, too, frequently became pef 
plexed and would tusk the Warden tor 
information. 

As the train neared the city Hofmann 
plainly grew uneasy. “I’m afraid/’ he 
said. “Why, it Is just ns if 1 had been 
born into a new world. I waa only 
twenty years old when they took me 
to prison, and I dont’ remember nun*!i 
of my life before. They say New York 
Is so big and great, and In all the mil¬ 
lions of people - there L have only one 
friend. That Is Mrs. Booth. God Ves* 
her." 

To avoid the ru*h and bustle of the 
Grand Central staLion Warden Frost 
decided to get off at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street. Once In the street 
Hofmann's wonder grew. 

'The people, the people," said he. 
“Where do Lhey all come from?" 

The Warden guided hi* charges *o a 
restaurant and tried to get them to 
eat. All ,that they would take waa a 
cup of coffee apiece. They declured 
that all appetite had left them.

All the passeng i 
cables and saloons and the crew qu. i - 
ters are supplied with compressed al 
In other words, the air In every habtr 
able portion of the ship Ik under greater 
pressure than the outside atinosphe,-© 
except In the lavatoric*. Thus, if a 
cabin door opens, the air rushes out of 
and not Into the cabin. In case of th * 
lavatijries the process Is reversed. Th 0 
system ls known as the thermo-tank 
system. No less than sixty-five of 
these machines, says tho Lancet cor¬ 
respondent, are placed In different parts 
of the vessel. They consist of a strong 
metallic CAM containing in one part 
an electric fan of such power that i 
can pump down into the ship V>'W 
cubic feet of air per minute. Th's 
means a grand total of 260,000 cub? 
feet of fresh sea air from the upp 
dugk per minute. With that suppl 
th#entlre atmosphere within the habit¬ 
able part of the ship can be champ ! 
every four minutes. Within each "t 
these apparatuses aro a number of colli 
that can be filled with steam, and thu» 
tho allots warmed before It Is pumped 
Into tl** ship. The ventilation In nu 
wise djbpends on the weather or tha 
wind, but wholly and solely on tlu 
rapidity In the revolutions of the fan*. 
The shafts that communicate with th« 
lavatories do not serve as Inlet*, but 
as outlets; the current Is, therefore, 
to the lavatory and out by the shafts, 
and these abut lnt<» th- outer funnel 
Thus the air from tho lavatories B 
discharged into the open at the top qj 
the funnels with the smoke. The lava¬ 
tories are flushed from a large tank 
of sea water bn the upper deck. Even 
In tho highest closets there Is a'water- 
head of fifty-five feet. The flushing 
ls therefore done with great^forue nnd 
thoroughness. For the steerage pas¬ 
sengers. many of whom have never seen 
a modern toilet, all tho apparatus It 
arranged to work automatically, and 
th** whole compartment containing their 
toilets and bathtubs is tiled and can 
be washed out with a ho«o.

M. Applegate, who wan a switch¬ 
man employed by the Pennsylvania 
railway, and whoso home was at 433 
Pearl street, Jeffersonville, was crush¬ 
ed to death yesterday morning In that 
city before the eyes of his brother, 
Charles Applegate, an engineer employ¬ 
ed by the same company. Death wax 
not instantaneous, but the Injured man 
lived only a short time after he had 
bee n carried to the reading room In the 
oM station at Court avenu© and Wall 
atteet. Dr. George W. Twoomey was 
aummoneii, and the ambulance of E. 
At. Coots & .Sons had arrived to take 
the Injured man to the Deaconess Hos¬ 
pital before he expired. It was seen 
lie was dying, and no uttempt was 
made to place him In the vehicle. 

Charles Applegate Is night engineer 
on the bridge freight., and his engine 
was standing on what is known as the 
Louisville track, wailing to be coupled 
onto a train to go across the bridge. 
Several cars mbached to a yard engine 
handled by Petbr Dltzler were thrown 
down the track, and It was the duty 
of Hal Applegate to couple them to 
his brother's engine. The cars carnc 
sapvm the track with such velocity that 
bef'irc Applegate could get out of the 
way he was knocked down and crushed 
under some throe or four of the trucks, 
but the wheels did not run over him. 
Tho engine of his brother was moved 
tl by the imp 

As soon as possible Applegate was 
cared for. While there were no cuts 
to amount to anything, his entire body 
was crushed, his Internal hurts being 
the most severe, his body having been 
rolled along the truck by a brafcebe&m. 
Aftqr death the body was taken to the 
undertaking pastors of E. M. Coots & 
Sons and prepared for burial, then re¬ 
moved to the little home a square away 
■thnt Applegate, his wife and one young

Arriving 
at that city he went at once to the 
Institute, where an examination was 
made by ii t . physicians in charge, who 
found that the p »ison had such a Itold 
on hi* system that no aid could be 
given, and they advised his return h‘>ni« 
a* soon as possible. He left Chicago 
Thursday night and arrived In New Al¬ 
bany Friday morning, going at once 
to his father's home instead of to his 
own In Fort Fulton. 

During Friday lit* was seized with 
convulsions, tho muscles of his throat 
became swollen and paralyzed, and he 
continued in that condition until death 
relieved him of hi* sufferings. He wus 
a member of the New Albany Lodge 
of Masons and was employed In the 
rolling mills of the Ohio Falls Iron 
Company, of that city, where he was 
greatly esteemed. He was twenty-six 
years old and Is survived by his w idow 
and ono child. Ills body will be taken 
next Tuesday to Niles, Q., hi* former 
home, for burial. 

ONCE PROMINENT MUSICIAN. 


Prof. Louis Sauerbrey Found Dea4 In 
New Albany Home. 

Prof. Louis Sauerbrey was found 
dead In bed yesterday morning at hi* 
hum*-, 1130 Griffin street. New Albany, 
where he hud been living alone for sev¬ 
eral years. He was seventy-eight year* 
old and leaves nv> family, his aged wife 
liavlng died several year* For a 

few years h© had been dependent on 
Mr*. Swe.tzt r. a neighbor, and had b«**n 
the recipient of many kindnesses at hvr 
hand*. NOrWeinK him about the place 
yesterday morning, she went to hi* 
home and found him lying dead In bed, 
hds death, from all appearances, having 
occurred several hours before. 

Coroner Starr held an inquest on him 
and his finding was death from the In- 
finniltie* of age. 

At one time he was an accomplished 
musician, and for years taught clzfses 
on the pianoforte in Lou svilU* and slew 
Albany. It waa told of him that he had 
at one time occupied a high po»ition in 
musical circles In Germany and that he 
had a history which no one knew. Of 
late years he had bfen greatly afflicted 
in many ways. His funeral will take 
place thl* afternoon at the chapel at¬ 
tached to Kraft'* undertaking estab¬ 
lishment in New Albany. The services 
will be conducted by the Rev. E. O. 
Kuenzler, paid or of the German Evan¬ 
gelical dhuroh, and the burial will be in 
Falrview cemetery.

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HELP TO HUGHES 


Postponement of Action On 
Indorsement 


BY NEW YORK REPUBLICAN 
COUNTY COJQHTTEE, 


MACHINE LEADERS NEVER IN 
THE RUNNING. 


O’DELL’S ILLNESS HANDICAP. 


New York, Doc. 28.—[Special.]—The 
action of the Republican County Com¬ 
mittee In postponing the resolution in¬ 
dorsing: Gov. Charles E. Hughes for 
the presidency will have little bearing 
on the growth of his boom, despite the 
Idea on the part of soma friends of 
Chairman Parsons, the Taft manager 
In this State, to the contrary. It Is 
merely a postponement of the Inevita¬ 
ble, and the manner In which It was 
accomplished has dona more to arouse 
Hughes sentiment than retard It. Sev¬ 
eral Hughes clubs have sprung Into ex¬ 
istence since the meeting of the Coun¬ 
ty Committee, and the Republican Club 
has indorsed him for the nomination. 
The Taft men have therefore blundered 
ail around by trying to throttle the res¬ 
olution before the County Committee of 
this county. There is no doubt that 
under ordinary circumstances good pol¬ 
itics suggested the move of Mr. Par¬ 
sons and his associates. 

If Hughes could not command the 
support of his State the natural Infer¬ 
ence was that the rest of the country 
would drop Mm. Any political primer 
might have taught that. But the pres¬ 
ent case to an excerption. For, in the 
first place, the machine body asked to 
pass the resolution did not represent 
the sentiment of the rank and file of 
the Republican party. A majority of 
its members were under the control of 
those who had offices to give out, and 
while the Federal Administration has 
been lavish in this res pec J., Gov. 
Hughes has declined to use patronage 
for the building up of any organization. 
In the second place. New York machine 
leaders never seem to be able to pick 
a winner at national conventions ex¬ 
cept where only one candidate is in the 
field.

Back To History. 


One only needs to recall the later In¬ 
cidents of 1896, when Thomas C. Platt 
fought the naming of McKinley, and 
1892. when he opposed Harrison, and It 
Is possible to go bock farther still. 
There is no doubt also tha-t the 1 knees 
of former Gov. j Odell was a severe 
handicap to the Hughes forces. For 
the former leader still has a great deal 
of power In the County Committee, cer¬ 
tainly more than tt would be possible 
to bestow upon any of his lieutenants. 
The p>1nt of Interest now is what the 
machine will do at the January meeting 
of the County Committee. There is no 
doubt that It will be unable to post¬ 
pone consideration of the resolution be¬ 
yond that date. Few believe that It 
will dare to table or vote in opposition 
to It. The general Idea of many leaders 
is that Mr. Parsons ami his associates 
will have the resolutions pass with a 
hurrah, and if a canvass convinces 
them that Mr. Hughes Is too strong to 
be opposed at the primaries, they will 
try for the election of delegates who 
win make Taft their second choice. 
Chairman Parsons and his associates 
realize now the folly of trying to keep 
the Governor out of the race by ma¬ 
chine tactics.

Tho Hughes boom remains in tho 
same peculiar shape of having no or¬ 
ganization recognized as such by tho 
Governor behind It.

SUCCESSOR NOT SELECTED. 


Harry M. Br«*nnan. Oas Inspector, 
yesterday tendered tu Mayor Grlnstead 
his resignation, to take effect January 
1. It was accepted, but as yet Mayor 
Qrinstea<^ has not named Mr. Bren¬ 
nan's succes«>r. Mr. Brennan’s resig¬ 
nation was purely voluntary, made 
necessary by the state of his Iteaith. 
He expects to leave l»ulavUle shortly 
after January 1, to be gone probably 
ton weeks. The position of Gas Inspec¬ 
tor Js one of the best within the gltt of 
the Mayor, having a salary of $3,000 at¬ 
tached. There Is considerable ipecu- 
lation as to who will get the plum. 

While Mr. Brennan’s resignation 
came as a surprise. It was known at 
the time that he fti>t accepted uppjlct- 
ment to the office under former Mayor 
Barth that he ddd not care particularly 
for it. He visited Mayor Grlnstead in 
t tho latter’s private office at th»* t.ity 
Hail Friday afternoon and toll h m 
that if he wanted his resignation he 
could have it. Mr. Brennan took the 
stand that he wanted the Mayor to 
have a free hand in disposing of the 
patronage to which he is entitled. M.\ 
Brennan said yesterday that he was 
done with poiltlce, at least for the pres¬ 
ent. 

H. M. Brennan i« one of the bc.st- 
knou*n young poHtlclaits in the city. 
During the administration of former 
Mayor Grainger he served four years 
as chairman of the Board of Public 
Safety. It was a source of disappoint¬ 
ment to him that he was not retained 
in that position undier Mayor Barth, al¬ 
though there Is more salary attached to 
the office of Gus Inspector. 

Only one appointment was made yes¬ 
terday and that w'as of minor impor¬ 
tance, the Board of Public Works hav¬ 
ing named William D, Bart man as roi- 
man in the engineering department. 
Mr. Bartman is a brother of John Bart- 
man, Jr., a member of the lower board 
of the General Connell.

ANNEXATION PROJECT 


WOULD INCREASE PROBLEM OF 
SEWER COMMISSION. 


Proper Drainage of Territory Take* 
In Would Require Construction 
of Lateral Branches. 


Members of the Revision Committee 
of i he Board of Aldermen held a 
lengthy conference with members of 
the Sew'er Com miss Ion yesterday after¬ 
noon in the Aldermen's chamber at the 
Oily Hall. The conference had to do 
with what effect the proposed compre¬ 
hensive sewerage system will have on 
that territory that it i» proposed to an¬ 
nex to the ciity. J. B. F. Breed, chief 
engineer for the Sewerage Commission, 
and Pot or Lee Atherton were present 
at the conference. 

In answer to a question by R. A. 
McDowell, chairman of the Revision 
Oommdttee, those representing the 
Sewerage OomrniHsfon stated that in 
order to afford the proper drainage 
for the territory th«/t It is proposod to 
annex to the city. It will be necessary 
to build lateral sewers, emptying into 
main sewers that une to be built. 

During the conference J. B. F. Breed 
volunteered the opinion that the city, 
after the comprehensive system of s^w*- 
ers has been built, will find it necw*rary 
to expend each year about $300,000 on 
lateral sewers in order to care for the 
need.') of a growing etty like Louisville. 
For the purpose of illustrating the In¬ 
adequacy of the present sewerage sys¬ 
tem, Mt. Breed said there are 100 miles 
of streets In Louisville and only 113 
miles of sewers. __

St. Petersburg, Dec. 17.—That a lot 
of women are mixed up In the revolu¬ 
tionary strugglo in Russia everyone 
who reads the papers must know. They 
get arrested now and then for assas¬ 
sinating somebody, or, as more fre¬ 
quently happens, for trying to do It 
and making a mess of the ghastly Job. 
And when they get arrested their 
stories get Into the news. But few 
readers can have any conception of 
how many plotters in petticoats there 
are In the Osar's domain, or of the 
prodigious Influence they wield In the 
movement for overthrowing the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

•‘In Russia all extremes meet," says 
the proverb. Though In many respects 
the most conservative country In the 
world, there are more of what are 
called "emancipated” women within Its 
borders than are found In any of those 
lands which boast a much more ad¬ 
vanced state of civilisation. They de¬ 
vote themselves to the revolution witty 
boundless enthusiasm. Though belong¬ 
ing to what is sometimes termed the 
"timid” sox, they far surpass their 
masculine colleagues In daring and re¬ 
sourcefulness. . Risks from which men 
will shrink appalled, they eagerly ac¬ 
cept. That the end justifies the means 
Is an article of revolutionary creed 
which they believe implicitly. Firm in 
that faith, they will undertake to blow 
one man, or a hundred men. into the 
next world with no moro qualms^bf 
conscience usually than the ordinary 
individual experiences when he sets 
traps for rats or other vermin. Execu¬ 
tion, confinement in loathesome dun¬ 
geons, banishment to Siberia—any 
form of punishment that may be meted 
out to them—most of them regard as a 

glorious form of martyrdom.

sometimes beautiful, and Invariably in¬ 
telligent. There are hundreds of re¬ 
markable women among them. What 
in any other cause would be called 
self-sacrificing herofltm, is with them a 
commonplace.

At the critical 
moment thel£ overimpulsiveness leads 
to bungling, or their nervousness be¬ 
trays them, and their prey escapes 
them and they themselves get caught. 
But their places are Immediately filled. 
Whatever their fate, ft inspires no ter¬ 
ror in those who take their places.

Not least among these femalo rebels 
against Czardom Is Wanda Dobrod- 
zlcha, who Is now in an Austrian prison 
awaiting the decision of the Extradition 
Court. While a student at the Peters¬ 
burg University she Joined the revolu¬ 
tionary movement. She longed to "do 
something great"—to prove her devo¬ 
tion to the cause by putting some high 
official out of the wuy. In August, 
1906, tier opportunity came. The Gov¬ 
ernor General of Poland was sentenced 
to death by her party. \j^mda begged 
the committee to allow her to plan and 
execute his "removal." as murder 
of an official is called. 

She was given carte blanch^and took 
up her residence in Warsaw., where the 
Governor General lives. Bne and her

But tho trick had tho desired effect, 
for tho Governor General had Instruc¬ 
tions from 6 t. Petersburg to call upon 
the German Vico Consul and apologize 
for a Russian officer's misconduct. 
This, of course, was Just what Wanda, 
wanted—to bring the Governor General 
into the street In which she lived. For 
three days she and her brother kept 
watch on the balcony, awaiting tho 
arrival of their proposed victim, who 
always* drives about with an escort of 
Cossacks. 

At last the quiet street resounded 
with tho clatter of horses* hoofs. Tho 
Governor General was coming to call 
on Von Lange. Wanda's fair head— 
she wore a gvdden wig—appeared on 
her balcony. The great man drove up 
to the Vice Consul's door, and afraid 
to stay In the street, entered the house, 
while his adjutant went upstairs to see 
if tho Vico Consul was at home. As It 
happened. Von Lange was out, so the 
Governor General re-entered his car¬ 
riage and the whole cortege started for 
the palace. It was then that Wanda 
threw the bombs she hud prepared 
from her balcony, und the result was

another demonstration of the limita¬ 
tions of tho feminine plotter. 

Not ono of the three bombs she 
threw reached Its mark. The first one, 
aimed at the carriage horses, fell in 
front of their feet, failed to burst, and 
only made the frightened beasts bolt 
Tho second, aimed at the Governor 
himself, fell in front of the carriage. 
The third, which might have hit Its 
mark, was brushed off by the hand of 
a valiant Cossack, who waited quiet¬ 
ly for it, and when it was about to 
fall into the carriage, struck it with 
his open hand. He loot all of his fin¬ 
gers, but the bomb fell into the middle 
of the street and the Governor Gen¬ 
eral's life was saved. Needless to say, 
the noise made was terrific and the 
police in attendance on the cortege, 
losing their heads completely, rushed 
after the carriage instead of remain¬ 
ing behind to find the plotters, although 
they knew whence the bombs had been 
thrown.

In a minute the street was empty.

She left her passport 
behind in the room wiiero the balcony 
waa It was a false passport, made 
out in an English name; but after four¬ 
teen months’ search the Russian police 
traced her and it to Cracow and satis¬ 
fied themselves that it had been used 
by her. By that time she had left Rus¬ 
sia. When arrested in Austria she said 
ehe was sorry her fright had led to reek 
safety In flight, and regretted that she 
had not given herself up to the police 
then and there.

That is another Illustration of the dif¬ 
ference between the men and women 
who go In for bomb-throwing and the 
rest of the revolutionary programme. A 
man will risk exile to Siberia, but he 
will try his hardest to escape It. Ho 
never yearns after martyrdom In the 
cause of revolution. Luckily for Wan¬ 
da she has a husband—she married him 
after her failure to blow up the Gov¬ 
ernor General. He docs not relish the 
Idea of his wife going to Siberia, and 
it Is he who has fought tho extradition 
proceedings. Wanda's brother, who has 
also been traced and arrested, takes 
the blame of the failure of the attempt 
upon himself, saying that his nervous¬ 
ness reacted upon his sister, who would 
have been quite cool otherwise. Except 
for the actual bomb-throwing, this 
plot ranks among the cleverest that 
has been perpetrated in Russia for a 
long time. The Idea of dressing up ns 
an officer and insulting the German Vice 
Consul in order to entice a high official 
Into a secluded street is distinctly origi¬ 
nal. The revolutionists affirm that the 
women's plots are always the best con¬ 
cocted—where tho weaker "colleagues” 
fail is In their execution. This Is why 
many committees favor the fnethod of 
getting the women to plan the attempts 
and the men to carry them out.

Police Run Her Down. 


The recent unsuccessful plot against 
the Czar, which, thanks to a Cossack 
at the Peterhof Palace, who betrayed 
the revolutionaries, was discovered just 
before it was ripe, resulted in the trial 
of a large number of Revolutionists, 50 
per cent, of whom were women and 
young girls. The head of this large and 
powerful group Is also a girl, Nina Za- 
llnjano, known In her party as "Com¬ 
rade Nina.” She planned the death of 
Pawlow, the Martial Procurator, and of 
Von Launlo, head of the town of Pe- 
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It w*as after the failure to btow up 
the train that the police fell upon traces 
that led to the disc oven' of Nina's lab¬ 
oratory. But It took some months to 
arrest her. as she was con’tlnutaTly trav¬ 
eling under faflse names between Mos¬ 
cow and Peterhof. Finally Nina wiae 
condemned to dea>tih. but her sentence 
has been commuted to lifelong exile in 
Siberia. 

The women who helped her In the 
plot against the Czar, and who made 
friend!* with the Cossacks who keep 
guard at the palace, are: Zubowa, 
Mary Prokofiewa. Olga Emtne, Anna 
plgit. Tarasowa. Feodoslewa and Ped- 
hmvowa The life history of e«adh of 
these women would provide rrtaterial 
for a sensational novel, but space for¬ 
bids more than a mere sketch of each. 

It was through Zubowla, >the plot 
against the Czar was discovered. She 
used to be a nurse at the Botkin bar¬ 
racks, near Peterhof. and for a long 
time the authorities did not suspect 
that she wvis anything more than an 
ordinary sister of mercy. One evening 
the report of fire* urn* was heard in her 
room. The servants went to it to And 
that she had shot herself in the head, 
but was still living. As is usual in 
such cases, the police w'ore called to 
make a list of the wounded woman’s 
effects, whilst she was sent into the 
hospital. When overhauling her things 
they opened two large wicker baskets, 
of the pattern used by Russian wvxnen 
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for theflr body linen. To their amaze¬ 
ment they discovered that one contain¬ 
ed bombs, explosives, firearms. Illegal 
literature and cylinders for making the 
newest and most dangerous kinds of 
bombs; the second, plan* of the royal 
palaces of Peterhof. Carakoje Slele and 
Gatchkln. In whldh the paths and roods 
used by the imperial family were mark¬ 
ed with rod ink, and notes about the 
villages inhabited by palace dignitaries. 
Papers found contained lhe details of 
a plot to murder the w’hole of the im¬ 
perial family and the chief courtiers. 

ZubowM. was limmedktiely placed un¬ 
der arrest, of course, and confessed that 
the though* of all the lives she was 
about to Imperil made her attempt sui¬ 
cide. She soon recovered from her self- 
inflicted wound, however, and her ex¬ 
amination led to the arrest of tiho other 
women and several men. The mem 
w r ere nil hanged and the women sen¬ 
tenced to hard labor in Siberia. 

Tarasowo, besides being Implicated In 
the "palace plot," as it is called, formed 
an organization whose chief object Is 
to make atrtdlera an'd sailors mutiny. 
This organization is very strong in VI- 
borg and Cronstadt. and though seven¬ 
teen women have been arrested in con¬ 
nection with It, there Is Httle prospect 
of it* being scamped out. Its members, 
who have snforn to convert soldier* and 
sailors to the newdutHonary cause at all 
costs. go Into the low*est re¬ 
sorts In order <0 win their 
victims over. It Is another case of 
the jnd Justifying the means. It I* 
said that all the mutinies which have 
broken out In Russia during the lint 
four years Wave been hutched In these 
den* by women of the so-called "in¬ 
telligent dnsses." 

Mary Prokoflewa, who lived with one 
of the male conspirators in the char¬ 
acter of a maid servant and used to 
let In all the accomplices when meet¬ 
ings were held in Peterhof, Is a sister 
of the man who blew up the "Grand 
Hotel” In Petersburg, while making 
bombs in 1906. She was the fiancee of 
Sazonow, who killed the Minister 


Plehne some years ago. Tarasowa and 
Feodoslewa are both married women— 
their husbands were law-yera and hava 
been hanged.

Betrayed By Cossack. 


It was ”N!na” who used to receive 
the Cossack. Kola, and tried to per¬ 
suade him to help murder the Czar, 
promising an exalted place in th® 
“Party” if he would do so. He visited 
her several times and pretended to en¬ 
ter into her plana But after each meet. 
lng with her he went to the police at 
Peterhof and gave a detailed account 
of the Interview. Nina's great confed¬ 
erate was a telegraph clerk, named 
Naumon, who had been sent to Siberia 
some years ago and escaped thence to 
Petersburg. 

It would be an endless task to enum¬ 
erate all the women who have b<en 
and are stfiTl implicated In the Rus¬ 
sian Revolutionary movement. They 
nearly all end their careers In Siberia* 
where they go to the settlements set 
apart for political offender*. Borne even 
work in the Imperial family's copper 
and salt mines in the Ural mountains. 
This fate has been reserved for those 
who belonged to “Comrade Nina's” or¬ 
ganization. A new trial of twenty worn, 
en Is about to take place In Petersburg, 
and there Is little doubt that they have 
had some connection with ”NI»a,” a 0 
their names appeared on lists found in 
her lodging. They are charged with In¬ 
citing soldiers to revolt. Their activity 
among soldiers and sailors is due to 
the new* programme of the Revolution¬ 
ists who, realizing that they can do 
nothing so long as the army and' navy 
remain faithful to the Czar, have de¬ 
cided to convert these force* to rank 
revolution. The recent "mishap” to tho 
Czar’s yacht w’hen In Finnish w’aters 
Is part of their work. 

If the revolutionary movement wero 
In the hands of men alone, It Is pos¬ 
sible that It might be stamped out. 
But enlisting as it does a legion of 
women w*ho stop at no sacrifice, hesi¬ 
tate at no crime to further tho cause. 
It la doubtful if It ever can be sup¬ 
pressed.

K HARTOUM, Dec. 12.—Tho British 
oflltial* here tell me that the 
day will come when the Augto- 
Egyptlan Soudan will l»e sup¬ 
plying a good share of the raw* mate-* 
rial needed for the cotton mills of Man¬ 
chester. If so, it will bo far in the 
future. The total amount of cotton 
raised Is but a few million pounds, 
and the exports of last year weiv only 
4,000 bales. There Us no doubt but that 
the Soudan has vast areas of good’ cot¬ 
ton lands, but lurp<* irrigation works 
will have to be constructed before they 
can be brought into cultivation, and 
Egypt Is kicking at every attempt to 
rob her of the waters of the Nile.* 

At present cotton Is raised in 4 small 
way In every one of the thirteen prov¬ 
inces of this country. It Is grown to 
a considerable extent alofig the Nile 
between here and Egypt. In Berber 
and Dongola, two large provinces of 
lower Nubia, the most of the crop is 
used by the local weavers, who make 
it Into a rough white cloth known m 
damar, which forms a ls^rge part of the 
clothing cf the Soudan. 

Some is grown along' the borders of 
Abyssinia, and there was formerly a 
cotton factory in one of the towns of 
Kamila. Still further south. In tho 
province of Sennar, there ure brunches 
of the Blue Nile whose valleys are 
famous for cotton. The Governor there 
had a cotton show last year which at¬ 
tract td 100 ex hi bit 01 s, and h • hns set 
up a few email col ten gins w hich are 
now being worked. That region has 
exported considerable cotton fo Abys¬ 
sinia. 

In the Red Sea province there are 
several plantations, and I am told that 
u good crop Is expected at T»»knr. where 
<Mtton growing Is an established Indus¬ 
try. . 

Tho Governor of the White Nile 
province has recently reported that he 
i» succeeding In raising Egyptian cot- 
•ou, und that two acres grown at Du cm

last year turned out from three to four 
bales each, with only * three artificial 
waterings. The sirdar tells me that tho 
vast plain between the White and the 
Blue Niles, known as the Gezlreh. could 
he made to produce vast quantities of 
cotton, and It is believed that It can 
be raised In tho Bahr el Gazel, away 
up on the edge of the Congo watershed. 

In the Blue Nile province the cotton 
acreage planted this year is tvvico as 
large as It was hist, and In the Whito 
Nile province an Increase of about 1.300 
acre* Is repotted. 

Here at Khartoum there has been 
a considerable Increase In the amount 
of cotton planted, and the farmers tell 
me that the crop pays well. Angelo 
Capato, one of the richest of the Khar¬ 
toum merchants, who has 6.000 acres 
of land, says that he raised 100,000 
pounds of cotton last year, which he 
shipped lo Alexandria for sale. It was 
sorjt there unginrnrl. and it brought 
twenty-one .cents a pound, or one-half 
cent more than the cotton of the lower 
Nile valley. Mr. Capato says that he 
bought his land for $0 50 per acre, and 
that he has already been offered $225 
per acre for 600 acres, but that he would 
not take It. Said he:

Speaking of the cotton of the Soudan. 
I visited An odd street In Omdurman 
yesterday, devoted to selling the native 
product. 

The chief cotton market of this re¬ 
gion consists of many little sheds cov¬ 
ered with mats facing a dirt road. It 
is situated not far from the center of 
the city of Omdurman. and there are 
several thousand acres of mud huts 
reaching out on all sides of It. Both 
the sheds and the streets'are ttlleo with 
cotton. The cotton Is brought in In 
bags of matting, and Is sold Just as It 
is when picked from the plants. The 
samples are displayed In fiat, round 
baskets, each of which holds perhaps 
a bushel; and when carried away it Is 
put up In bags and not in bales. A 
great part of It goes to the native weav¬ 
ers. who turn It into cloth, using the 
smallest factories one cAn Imnglne. 

Not far from the street where the 
cotton is sold I found a little factory, 
which put the raw material through 
all the processes and turned It Into na¬ 
tive cloth. The establishment consisted 
of a half dozen mud huts, shut off from 
the street by a mud wall, which,‘with 
the huts, formed a court. In the court 
a dozen black-skinned women were sit¬ 
ting on mat* on the ground, ginning 
and spinning, while the weaving went 
on In the huts at the back. The gin 
was somewhat like a clothes wringer, 
save that the rolls were about as big 
around us the ordinary candle, and 
that the whole machine was so small 
that It could have fitted Into a peck 
measure. One woman turned the ma¬ 
chine, while another put in the cottou 


and picked out the seeds a* they failed 
to go through. Near the gin sat tw*o 
women w*ho were snapping the lint with 
bowstrings to separate the fibers, and 
further over there were a half dozen 
other*, sitting cross-legged, and spin¬ 
ning the lint into yam by hand. 

1 went to the mud huts at the back 
and looked in at the weavers. They 
were black boys and men. # who *at be¬ 
fore rude looms on the edge of holes 
in the ground. The looms w*ere so 
made that they could be worked with 
the feet, tho shuttles being thrown 
back and forth by hand. The latter 
moved through the cloth with a whist¬ 
ling noise, and this was about the only 
sound to be heard. The cloth turned 
out 1 * very good. It Is well woven, 
soft, and brings good prices. Its wear¬ 
ing qualities are better than those of 
the Manchester and American cottons. 

I asked what wages the boy weavers 
recelfed and was told ten cent* a day. 

Tho British Government Is rapidly 
Improving Omdurman. When the mahdl 
lived here it contained six or eight hun¬ 
dred thousand people; and It still cov¬ 
ers about the same space as then, al¬ 
though Its population Is not more than 
70,000. It is a city of mud huts. Ther® 
are not a dozen two-story houses in it. 
and the place still looks somewhut like 
u large native camp. When ! first roio 
through It I asked my guide whether 
the holes In the walls had not been 
made by cannon bnlls at the time of 
the battle. He replied. “Why. man. 
those are the window's. The houses 
have no other windows than those.” 
The hints are all flat-roofed, with drain 
Pipes extending out into the street, 
so that the water pours down the ne:k« 
of the paesersby when it rains. Th® 
stores Are mere square rooms, facing 
the streets—they rent for a dollar **c 
so a month—nnd even*thing is slmplo 
and exceedingly cheap.

Y ESTEEMED friend, ex-Gov. 
James A. Beaver, of Penn¬ 
sylvania, a graduate of my 
alma marler, Washington and 
Jefferson College, Pennirylvanta, has 
Just sent me a copy of the bulletin 
containing an account of the recent 
exorcises on the occasion of the pre¬ 
sentation of a portrait of the late Rev. 
Robert J. Breckinridge. D. D.. LL. D-. 
of Kentucky. The picture was given to 
the college by Dr. Breckinridge’s grand¬ 
son, Dr. Warfield, president of Lafay¬ 
ette College. Pennsylvania. Gen. PrU e. 
a Kentuckian, and at one time a resi¬ 
dent of this city, painted It. 

It shows the Kentucky gentleman of 
the period between 1840 and 1850. Th* *? 
hat In hie hand Is of whKe fur nnl 
very high In the crown, his spectacles 
are lifted to the rrown of his head, and 
his Mock and collar are of huge size. 

Gov. Beaver presided At the meet¬ 
ing. Dr. Christie, formerly pastor of 
the old Col lege-street Presbyterian 
church, of this city, now of the Western 
Theological Seminary, presented the 
portrait. He spoke of being present 
during a great debate In which Dr. 
Breckinridge participated, when a gen¬ 
tleman sitting next to him said: "He 
looks like John Knox, who never feared 
the face of man.” Dr. Christie replied: 
“Neither does Breckinridge.” 

A lady once said to him: ”Dr. Breck¬ 
inridge. when are we to have peace 
once more in the Presbyterian family 
of Kentucky?” He sold to her: “Mad- 
am, I see no prospect of it until the 
Lord takes me to heaven and sends 
Dr. Stuart Robinson back to Ireland.” 
No wonder at his saying this, for be 
well knew that Dr. Robinson was a 
great, learned theologian, and had but 
few equals and no superiors in his 
avocation, and that when he crossed 
swords with an adversary on the the¬ 
ological battlefield It meant war to the 
hilt. 

• • • 

Genial Companion. 

Yet, with It all. Dr. Robinson was a 
genial companion, famous wit. and a 
pleasing and brilliant conversationalist. 
When I was a lad Dr. Robinson used 
to come to my widowed mother’s home, 
twelve miles from the city, and as¬ 
sist our pastor In a series of meetings 
held at the country churrh. He came 
up one morning from the city in his 
buggy and reached the church Just in 
time to begin the service. He opened 
the meeting by saying In a most s?- 
rtous WBy: “I am almost ashamed to 
preach to-day, because 1 have a bad 
face to face you.” 

The congregation was for the mo¬ 
ment startled. He said: When I 

reached the toll gate this morning I re¬ 
marked to the tollgate-keeper: ”1 am 
a minister of the gospel. You don’t 
charge them toll?* ’No,* replied the 
keeper, ‘we don't, but you can’t play 
that game on me. If you are a min¬ 
ister you ought to take down your 
sign.' ” 

The congregation was convulsed with 
laughter, and with that Intellectual 
twinkle In his eye. he preached one of 
Ills powerful sermons on leading a tem¬ 
perate life. He had a rosy, healthy* 


complexion, and delighted in listening 
to and telling Jokes, especially on him¬ 
self. 

My collogemate. Dr. Moffatt, now 
president of the college, received the 
portrait on behalf of tho college, and 
said In part: “What 1 observe about 
the portrait that pleases me best Is the 
expression of the countenance: the 
clearness, the force, the very brilliancy 
of the eye, typifying the man as he has 
been sot before us in the delightful ad¬ 
dress of Dr. Christie.” 

The portrait w f a« painted before Dr. 
Breckinridge presided over the conven¬ 
tion at Baltimore that nominated Mr. 
Lincoln the second time for the presi¬ 
dency. James G. Blaine, a graduate of 
this college. In his “Twenty Years In 
Congress,” said of Dr. Breckinridge: 

“As he was conducted to the chair at 
the Baltimore convention his tall form, 
strong face and his patriarchal beard 
gave him something of the element of 
personal majesty. He opened his ad¬ 
dress by raising his arm. and exclaim¬ 
ing: ‘The nation must not be destroyed/ 
He aroused the convention to the wild¬ 
est enthusiasm.’* 

This recalls an amusing Incident of 
my college life. Mr. Blaine was born 
in this college town, called Little Wash¬ 
ington. and he had two maiden sisters 
who roomed student a We concluded to 
“smoke out” a green student who was 
not a tobacco fiend, so at the Blaine 
home, a two-story stone houso. we 
commenced the play. During the sec¬ 
ond act the boys were noisy and Jolly. 
•‘Greeny’* was sick; yes. very sick. 
Suddenly the door opened, and there 
stood the spinster sisters, sweet smiles 
on their faces, with a tray full of cakes 
and apples. They sAid: “Young men, 
our compliments (presenting the tray). 
We can hardly breathe: don’t you think 
we have smoked enough?” The lid 
was forthwith put on the rathskeller, 
with profuse blushes and apologies. “A 
kiss for a blow.” 

Dr. Breckinridge wJs chosen presi¬ 
dent of Washington and Jefferson Col¬ 
lege In 1845. and after serving for a 
considerable time, resigned. He was 
again chosen president of It after the 
Civil War, but upon visiting the college 
declined the honor. I, being the only 
Southern student and Kentuckian at 
the college at that time, was deeply im¬ 
pressed at my drat sight of the great 
Kentuckian. When he entered Prayer 
Hall the students silently arose, and 
ho addressed us thus: 

“Young gentlemen. I am pleased to 
meet you, and I thank you for this 
marked expression of kindness. I am 
now an old man, and speak to you 
from my heart. Above all things, be 
truthful. laborious, honorable and 
courageous. Choose your professions 
with care and prayer—then labor hard, 
and success will be yours.** 

He then took his seat. Tho boys, 
after the exercises w'ere closed, sur¬ 
rounded me, exclaiming: “Kentuck, 
speech! speech!” I opened fire with 
only a few* scattering shots. For it was 
“lungs for ^vgio. and brass for brains/* 
John R. Paxton, a classmate, now a 
D. D„ of whom Justice Harlan said 
when he wus pastor of his church in 
Washington City, “Paxton Is the most 


brilliant pulpit orator in this country,” 
led the mob on this occasion, and wo 
were rewarded by our class by being 
chosen for orations on the 22d of Feb¬ 
ruary.

Mexico—Dear Colonel t 
have Just receiver] the fourth letter from 
you and am more than ordinarily grati¬ 
fied to hear of the general good l>r-alth 
of the Oldham Forresters and particular¬ 
ly of your own. I have at all times since 
the departure of our company felt a live.

1 am also pleased to hear 
from many sources that you are assidu¬ 
ous and energetic in discharge of your dn.

In regard to thk Mexican War: Then 
are In the Stater* conflicting opinions re¬ 
lating to Ms merits ami demerits.

I. therefore, am for afford¬ 
ing every comfort and succor to our gal¬ 
lant soldiers, which will enable them to 
Achieve for their country sn honorable 
peace and establish for themselves imper¬ 
ishable! renown. and whenever the proper 
time should arrive, then to discuss the 
propriety or impropriety of this war meas¬ 
ure. 

The Rubicon has been crossed, and let 
every voice bo still until the conflict is 
over, and let all the energies of the na¬ 
tion be employed, as by the will of one 
man. to bring about a speedy and honor¬ 
able conclusion of the war, either by 
diplomacy or sword. 

“Old Rough and Rea-dj'” stands high in 
the States, and the time may yet be not 
distant when he wfll be called upon to 
occupy the most exalted seat In this na¬ 
tion, and be properly termed the Cincin¬ 
nati!* of America, This Government has 
yet to return to Its pristine purity—such a* 
existed during the time of Washington, 
etc., before she can properly rejoice In 
her strength. 

There is great discord existing at Wash, 
lngton among the leaders of the Democ¬ 
racy, charging upon each other a desire 
for the next presidency’.

I heard 
from your family a few days ago—they 
are all well. Our neighbor, Elijah Wilson, 
died a few days since. I shall be happy 
to hear from you as often as your time 
will permit. AU eyes are turned toward 
Mexico and catch with avidity every 
sound from that quarter. Give my re¬ 
spects to my relation, Edmund Woolfolk, 
of the army; to Capt. Triplett, etc., and 
accept for yourself my warmest esteem, 
THOMAS J. WOOLFOLK. 

My father’s prophecy as to “Old 
Rough and Ready*’ was fulfilled. Rich¬ 
ard Tnjior, the President's brother, 
married my father’s Aunt. My father's 
style of diction has been said to slightly 
resemble that of his kinsman and 
namesake. Thomas Jefferson. 

The Jeffersons and Woolfolks came 
from Wales together in the early his¬ 
tory of Virginia. 
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The “Prefecture de Police/* as the huge 
block of buildings Is called where the en¬ 
tire police work of Paris Is centralised, 
stands in the center of the old city, be- 
rween the arms of the River Seine, says 
a writer in the London Dally Mall. The 
place inside is a perfect maze of vast 
corridors In which the visitor would soon 
lose himself were there not a policeman 
at every corner to direct him. 

The lettering on the glass doors of the 
offices gives some idea of the multiplicity 
of subjects that come under control of 
the Prefect of Police: “Suicide* Bureau.'* 
“Wet Nun©**,’’ “Lodging House*," “Parks 
and Public Squares.” “Chauffeurs* Per- 
mKs,” “Associations and Clubs/* “Regis¬ 
tration of Foreigners.’* “Permit* to Visit 
Prisoners.” “Lost and Abandoned Child¬ 
ren,” “Theater* and Music-halls.’* “Pub¬ 
lic Vehicles,” "Hawkers’ License*.’’ “Po¬ 
litical Meetings,” “River Barges,” etf., 
etc. 

Your letter of audience informs you that 
the Prefect of Police will receive you 
between 10 and 12 o'clock, and on arrival 
at the special entrance to the Prefect's 
cabinet a policeman, standing with fixed 
bayonet nt the door, directs you up to tho 
third floor. 

Here an usher takes vour letter and 
show's you ln»to a watting hall. Presently, 
for you never have to wait long, your 
name is called out. and vou are conducted 
into a large lofty apartment, where, seat¬ 
ed nt & flat ntithocnnv dcak in the mldd.e 
of the room, la M. Leplne. Tho windows 
are hung with rod velvet curtains, and on 
the high mantel behind the Prefect’s desk 
is a bust of the Republic, und on either 
side are portrait* of President Fallieres 
and of ex-PresIdent Loiibot. 

M. Leplne Is in every respect u rem irk- 
abte man. In appearance he is of rather 
•mall stature. b!s manner Is quick, pre¬ 
cise and energetic His keen eyes some¬ 
how remind you of a terrier and his gray- 
lsh-whlt* mustache and short, tapering 
beard give a military appearance to the 
well-set features. 

He has accomplished the remarkable 
feat for a Prefect of Police of at one and 
the same time securing the confidence of 
tho successive Governments of the Inst 
few years and of making himself ex¬ 
tremely popular with Parisians, though, 
like most of hia pr^decoaeora, h» began 
bybcing unpopular, for he came Into of¬ 
fice during a troublesome period, and he 

had rather an energetic method of deal* 


Ing with street crowds and political dem¬ 
onstrations. * 

The secret of his popularity with the 
Parisians lies in the untiring manner in 
which he devotes himself to the welfare 
of the city. 

Whatever happens, whether it be a tuba 
disaster, a great Are. a Socialist demon¬ 
stration or a big street accident, he Is the 
first on tho scene, day or ntghrt In fact, 
he never seems to go to sleep, he is al¬ 
ways ’'there.” 

* As he Is seen with his well-known tall 
hat tightly wedged on the back of his 
head, his frock coat, his cane grasped 
like a sword and his quick, nervous man¬ 
ner. Parisians feel themselves eafe with 
Leplne at the head of affairs. 

He has pul Into operation m«nv n^w 
Ideas since he ha* been Prefect of Police; 
a cyclist police corps, river police, a corps 
of police dog* for saving life and chasing 
burglars, successful unnual toy exhibitions 
of small manufacturers and a host of 
other useful schemes. His very latest ld«a 
is a brigade of polyglot police to assist 
untutored foreign tourists. 

After giving me hi* views on th<* ad¬ 
vantage* and disadvantage* of newspaper 
reports of sensational criminal cases, our 
conversation naturally turned on the 
dreaded “Apuche*.” or murderous hooli¬ 
gans of Paris and it* suburbs. 

I asked M. Leplne If he considered the 
force at his command sufficiently numer¬ 
ous to cope with the evil. 

"Wt want m«»^o policemen.” he replied; 
“we hove barely enough for Paris, and, 
of course, the extra mural suburbs suf¬ 
fer ’* 

1 may say that the suburbs outside the 
walls of Paris contain about half a mil¬ 
lion inhabitants, and these complain of a 
lack of police protection. 

“Yes. that is so,” continued M Leplne; 
“we want ten times more suburban police 
than we have at present at our disposal, 
but It Is a question of insufficient money. 
The credits voted by Parliament are quit© 
inadequate to provide for the proper pro¬ 
tection of the suburbs, and so the crim¬ 
inal classes cannot be regularly watched.” 
• • • 

Pay of Policemen. 

M. Leplne Is very proud of his men. 
They are a most loyal, honest and con¬ 
scientious body, but he docs not consider 
that they arc sufficiently well paid. The 
ordinary Paris policeman begins his cnre©r 
with a salary of £7«i ($3W») per annum, and 
rises to £% (|480), plus about £5 per annum 


for boots and lodging “Indemnity,” and 
M. Leplne is anxious to improve the rates 
of pay. 

1 asked him how he had found the 
cyclist police corps an*wet*. He replied: 

“Well, the cyclist police are extremely 
useful at night In dealing with hooligans 
and others of the criminal classes. They 
are able to give chase, and make many 
arrests which could not be made by m**n 
on foot. A number of cyclist policemen 
pouncing down suddenly and unawares 
on n gang of thieves are very effective 
They are useful, too. during the day In 
regulating motor traffic ” 

“Was there not a question of forming a 
brigade of motor-cyclist policemen. M. le 
Prefect?*' 

“Yes. motor policemen have become al¬ 
most a necessity if we are thoroughly to 
cope with reckless motorists, but there 
again arises the question of money. We 
have not enough at our command u> form 
such a carp* There are certainly too 
many reckless motnriets about, though 
we take every possible precaution before 
Issuing IK'cnecs to drive, whether for 
hire or for private use. No motorist ever 
gets one till -he is able to show by a prac¬ 
tical exhibition that he Is master of his 
machine/' 

Of the great sen’ice that he has ren¬ 
dered by reviving the small toy business, 
which had become a decaying Industry In 
Paris. M. Leplne with great modesty, re. 
fused to speak. Among other things, he 
ha* established an annual competition at 
which prizes are given for the most In¬ 
genious playthings As crowd* vlsR the 
annual show and many dealers give or¬ 
ders or buy up the Investors’ rights In 
such toys, it will be seen that the small 
manufacturer has every reason to bless 
M Leplne. 

• • • 

Dual Detective Service. 

Tho Criminal Investigation Department 
for Parts and the immediate district, di¬ 
rected bv M. H »m.trd and his assistant, 

M. B’.ot, Is in an adjoining building, 

though under the eupreme control of M. 
Leplne. It may be remarked in passing 
thait there are two detective departments 
in Paris, the one local, under the Prefect 
of Police the other known as the "SureU* 
Generale.” or “General Safety Depart¬ 
ment.” which radiate* all over France, 
and Is controlled bv the Minister of tho 
Interior, or French Home Office The two 
detective departments are entirely dis¬ 
tinct. Tho Criminal Investigation Depart¬ 
ment Is altogether occupied with local de- 
teotlve work, and Is an admiral>> organ¬ 
ization. The other, the “Burets Genera’.o.” 
under M Hennlon. has u vast amount of 
political as vcril *»« ordinary detective 
work to do. It watches the raJlwuv sta¬ 
tions. the frontiers, the seaports, deals 
with coses of Anarchists, military spies, 
etc . and t* responsible for the safety of 
dJ&ih'gu shed visitors to Frau-ce. 
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A “REST CURE” as strenuous as 
one of President Roosevelt’s 
bear-hunting expeditions was 
recently taken by KaJser Wil¬ 
helm of Germany, while on his stay 
in England. It is described by a corre¬ 
spondent of the London Express as fol¬ 
lows: 

When the German Emperor w’as at 
Windsor he looked sallow and fatigued, 
and it was obvious that he needed a 
holiday badly. It was difficult to take 
the sea air at this season of the year 
in Germany, for the German seaside 
places on the north and northeast 
coasts are wintry and cold. 

Everyone said that the Kaiser was 
going to rest from the fatiguing duties 
of state and ceremony, but now that 
the “cure” Is over, it may be stated 
that he has probably never ivorked 
harder In all his life. 

For three weeks Hlghcllff© has been 
the seat of the German Government. 
Mighty business of state has been car¬ 
ried on from tho Hampshire castle by 
the sea, and the wires have been busy 
with messages from the Kaiser to the 
Chancellor, from Ministers to th© per¬ 
manent officials of the Cabinets, w^ho 
have been with th© Kaiser, portfolios, 
typewriters and all. 

During the crisis In tho Reichstag 
something like 3,000 words a day 
w’hlzzed over tho wires from Hamp¬ 
shire to Berlin—telegrams that were 
all dictated by the Kaiser and signed 
"William I. R“ 

The post-office at Hlghcllffo Castle wa 3 
a strange place. Two underground 
rooms were set apart for the use of 
the postal staff. Their only furniture 
was the clicking telegraph Instruments 
and the two telephones on the wall. 
The memorandum of telephone num¬ 
bers hanging on the wall was Interest¬ 
ing and significant. Windsor Castle, 
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Buckingham Palace. Marlborough 
House, the German Embassy and Wel- 
beck were a few* of the places rung up 
by the German officials. 

During tho w’hole of his rest cure, 
with England within speaking distance, 
and Berlin at his fingers’ ends, the 
Kaiser has rested little. He has done 
many things, and only a short list will 
suffice to show’ his energy:

As far as possiblo 
everything has been bought In the vil¬ 
lage, but the demands of the 120 inhabi¬ 
tants of th© castle were more than tho 
village could supply, and w r agonloads of 
provisions have com© down from Lon¬ 
don. During the three weeks there have

The cooking 
was of a plain, simple kind, for it w*as 
part of tho “rest cure” that the K ilsor 
should not eat elaborate dishes. 
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M RS. CARRIE CHAPMAN CATT 
was talking about a young ■ ouplv 
whose engagement had Just been an¬ 
nounced. The male party to the en¬ 
gagement was a lawyer with more con¬ 
ceit titan ability; th« female was a 
pretty girl, of the modest, si tuple-ml tid¬ 
ed, humble type.

“When the lady received in Ph)Ud»»l- 
pbi.'i those four home |>uj>©r*. each with 
a paragraph dlpind out, she s»t down 
at once and wrote tn her husband, ask¬ 
ing what R win* that had been clipped 
from them. 

“He made no reply. 

“She wrote again. She demanded that 
he send h»*r the four r«r>Ts 'n mi un- 
niutUnted conddion. 

SMI no reply. 

"So rho returned. She came back 
post haste. The power of curiosity 
brought her.”

Profeaeor of Political Economy. Yale 
University. 

HE methods by which health 
standards may be Improved are 
various. They Include the In¬ 
creased Federal regulation of 
public hOrt.lth. especially as related to 
the poll union nf Interstate rivers, and the 
regulation of pure food, as well as im¬ 
provement in State and local adminis¬ 
tration. It Is a great mistake, how¬ 
ever, to suppose that the primary meth¬ 
od of elevating health comiitlons Is 
by enacting new laws or enforcing old 
legislation. The motive power must 
come from public opinion, ami In order 
that such a power should exist It 1* 
necessary that the ordinary individual 
should improve hi* personal health 
Ideals. This would come about quickly 
if each Individual appreciated how 
much he might Improve his efficiency. 

Experts who have given attention to 
the subject believe that most men cut 
their lives In two by unhygenic, irra¬ 
tional methods of living, and that dur¬ 
ing the half of their natural life which 
they actually live they are sick un¬ 
necessarily often and long. Pasteur 
said: “It is within the power of man 
to rid himself of every parasitic dis¬ 
ease.” If, then It is possible for man 
to win the fight against disease, to 
double the length of his working days, 
to vastly increase his energy and en¬ 
joyment of life, there is surely no more 
crying need for applying modern sci¬ 
ence than to this subject. 

Rational diet Is, of course, not the 
only method of improving health. Pure 
air, exercise, sleep, freedom from worry 
and proper surroundings, sanitary, so¬ 
cial and moral, are equally necessary. 
But diet is a sufficiently large theme, 
and It is probably true that it is more 
reglected and loss appreciated than any 
of the other subjects mentioned. 

• • • 

A Neglected Study. 

So far as diet has received attention 
from scientific men. it haB been chilly 
concerned with the explanation of tho 
process of nutrition. For practical pur¬ 
poses, however, the important study of 
food is not ho much the way In which 
it is utilized inside the body, but the 
question of the quantities of it which 
we should consume and the method by 
which wo should eat it. The only 
control we practically have over food 
is limited to the teeth and the mouth. 
Alter It Is swallowed It is relegated to 
processes over which we have almost 
no Control. The practical problem for 
man Is how to select his food, how 
much of It to eat and how to masticate 
it. 

The man who more than anyono else 
has insisted on the value of thorough 
mastication Is Mr. Horace Fletcher. At 
Yale two years ago a band of nine 
students, volunteers, undertook an ex¬ 
periment to test the virtues of Mr. 
Fletcher’s rules of thorough mastica¬ 
tion. The rules which the men fol¬ 
lowed were two: First, to thoroughly 
masticate every morsel of food with 
the attention, however, not on the mas¬ 
tication Itself, but upon the taste and 
enjoyment of tho food. The direction 
of i ho attention on enjoyment rather 
than on the mechanical act of masti¬ 


cation is more Important than might 
appear at find. For it ha* been shown 
by actual experiment made by Paw low 
with dog* in St. Petersburg that appe¬ 
tite 1* the principal moans of exciting 
gastric juice. Consequently those who 
make a bore of eating by counting the 
“chews'* or timing themselves, or ar¬ 
tificially holding the food In the mouth 
beyond the time It would naturally be 
swallowed, gain not benefit but injury 
from the practice. The nine men were 
warned to make no effort to prevent 
swallowing quite as much ns they were 
warned not to bolt their food. Thus 
swallowing became, like breathing, 
purely an Involuntary act. The second 
rule was to follow absolutely and im¬ 
plicitly the leading* of appetite, both 
as to the amount of food eaten and the 
kind* of food chosen. 

• • • 

Endurance Increased. 

The experiment lasted five months, 
and during this period the men almost 
doubled their physical endurance as 
shown by tests made by Dr. Anderson 
in the Yale gymnasium. As the men 
regarded themselves as perfectly well 
and healthy specimens to start with, 
such an unsuspected increase in effici¬ 
ency was as startling to them as It was 
to me and others who watched the ex¬ 
periment. But that the improvement 
was real Is, I think, not questioned by 
anyone who observed the experiments. 

As to the reason for tho Improvement 
In endurance, there are many possible 
explanations. It was probably largely 
connected with the change In the char¬ 
acter of the food eaten. The practice 
of thorough mastication led the m*.*n 
unconsciously to adopt a simpler diet 
and one with a less amount of meat 
and eggs. This result has been usually 
found to follow by those who have 
adopted thorough mastication. Those 
who bolt their food, however, and un¬ 
der the stress of modern civilization 
and the influence of the quick-lunch 
counters, there are few to-day w f ho do 
not. Instinctively choose meat and eggs, 
for these can be bolted with more Im¬ 
punity than other foods such as cereals. 

While there is serious question wheth¬ 
er man was originally or ought now' to 
be absolutely vegetarian, modern sci¬ 
ence ha* made It clear that he eats far 
too much nitrogenous food, such ns 
meat and eggs. This Is particularly 
true in America. That a reduction in 
the use of meat and eggs Is physiolog¬ 
ically right and beneficial has been 
thoroughly shown by Prof. Chittenden 
In his famous experiment with United 
States soldiers and Yale students. Prof. 
Chittenden's work has put the science 
of dietetics on an entirely new basis. 
It has. however, nothing In common 
with the vegetarian cult except that it 
advocates a reduction In the use of flesh 
foods. This result, however, is directly 
at variance with the common practice 
In America. 

We have all been taught that meat 
give* strength, and trainer* for athletic 
events have always given a great deal 
of beef to their men. In order to test 
the correctness of this opinion, and to 
test the comparative endurance of those 
w'ho used meat and eggs in abundance 
And those who used them sparingly or 
not At all. an >xperiment was made 
w'lth forty-nine subjects, about half of 
w r hom were Yale students and half oth¬ 
er persons In various parts of the coun¬ 
try. These tests were gy mnastic tests 
of various kinds, the most striking be¬ 
ing perhaps w r hat Is called deep-knee 
bending, which consists in stooping and 
raising one’s self again without stop¬ 
ping as often as possible. It w’as found 


that thos** wh<* used meat and eggs 
freely could In few cases do the deep- 
kr.ee bending more than 500 times. In 
fact, some of them fainted before this 
figure could be reurhed, and others 
found themselves physically unable to 
rise to the standing posture after reach¬ 
ing a much smaller figure. 8o fatigued 
were they that they had to be aided in 
descending the gymnasium stairs after 
the test, for on the first step when 
rhelr knees bent, the strength left was 
Insufficient to prevent their falling. 

• • • 

Effect of Diet. 


Though the heavy meat and egg ent» 
ers. except In two or three cases, were 
usually unable to do the deep knee 
bending r/.ore than 50o times, the case 
was altogether different with the nthar 
group, who ate these foods sparingly. 
None of the latter believed themselves 
Injured by the test, and not only w’ere 
moat of them able to exceed the 600 
mark, but a largo number exceeded 
1,000. One Yale student who had eaten 
no meat at all for tw f o years did the 
deep knee bending 1,800 times, after 
which. Instead of having to be assist¬ 
ed dow’nstairs. as did his meat-e&tlng 
competitors, he ran several times 
around the gymnasium track and 
walked up East Rock and back. An¬ 
other subject then living at Battle 
Creek did the deep knee bending 2.400 
times without injury. This was until 
recently the record, but a few weeks 
ago another nurse at the Battle Creelc 
Banltnrium. who had practiced thorough 
mastication and had abstained from 
meat and the excessive use of eggs* 
accomplished the almost incredible reo- 
ord of 5.0(H) times. 

Few persons realize whether their en¬ 
durance is great or small until It Is 
actually tested. We are far more con¬ 
scious of our strength than of our en¬ 
durance, and strength and endurance 
must not be confounded. The subjects 
in the experiments which have beera 
mentioned were not in general any 
stronger by reason of the thorough 
mastication and the lowering of the 
consumption of meat and eggs, but 
their endurance was conspicuously 
greater. To distinguish strength and 
endurance, we may say that the 
strength of a muscle Is measured by 
the utmost force it can exert once. Us 
endurance Is measured by the number 
of times it can repeat a given exertion 
involving a certain fraction of lui 
strength. 

Most of us are far more interested in 
Improving our endurance than in im¬ 
proving our strength. We do not care 
to be Sandows. but w'e do wish to be 
worker*. A workingman in a factory 
In New Jersey who had taken up the 
practice of thorough mastication w r rote 
to me that instead of suffering the fa¬ 
tigue at the end of the day which his 
fellow-workmen felt, he left the factory 
practically as fresh as when he went 
to It. 

The benefits which workingmen 
might obtain from the practice of ra¬ 
tional dietetics as well os of other hy¬ 
giene, In ridding themselves of fatigue 
and sickness, i* incalculable. 

Incalculable, too, would be the total 
saving to the working people resulting 
from a general adoption of diet prin¬ 
ciples which tend to the diminished use 
of the more expensive foods, and to 
the reduction In quantity of all foods. 

The workingman, howover. more per¬ 
haps than any other person in the com¬ 
munity. should take tin active Interest 
and active part in the modern great 
movement to Improve the national 
health. President Roosevelt has said: 
“Our national health Is physically our 
greatest national asset. To preserve 
the national vigor should be a matter 
of patriotism/'

the city and has already laid out many 
wide street*. It has taken the sixty 
acres which the Khalifa had for his 
special headquarters and will build 
dwellings of the first class upon It. This 
tract Is still surrounded by a gTeat wall, 
twelve or fifteen feet high and four or 
five feet In thickness. It once con¬ 
tained an open-air mosque and al^o the 
chief buildings of the Khalifa. In an¬ 
other part of the town there will he 
»i*cond-clos* dwellings; and in a third 
dwellings of the third class. The civil 
engineers have already laid out a park 
in the center of the city, and the vege¬ 
tation In It 1* watered by women, who 
bring the supply from the Nile in great 
jars on their heads. In this p»rk tho 
band will play every Friday afternoon. 
• • • 

The Native Hospitals. 


Omdurman has now hospital*, which 
have been recently established by the 
Soudan Government. 1 was taken 
through them by tho Governor, and the 
English and Egyptian doctors In charge 
gave me every opportunity to sc© their 
work. I was even offered th© chance 
to be present at several surgical operar 
tions, including the cutting off of the leg 
of a patient who had Just, come In, but 
I declined. The hospitals cover five or 
six acres. Their buildings are of one- 
story und they are made of sun-dried 
brick, but they are cool and well 
lighted. The patients are black men 
and women of many tribes. There were 
several hundred In th© various wards, 
and the doctors told me that during the 
past year they had given treatment to 
twelve thousand sick who had been 
brought to the doors of the hospital, 
and In addition to the eight or nine hun¬ 
dred patients who were kept in the hos¬ 
pital itself. The British are greatly im¬ 
proving the sunitary conditions of th© 
native*. They have cleaned up the city, 
and It now looks remarkably well for a 
native town. It is rapidly growing, and 
will probably be the commercial capital 
of the Soudan. It will keep its African 
character, but will be modified by the 
new Africa; and. as such, will be one 
of the most interesting cltle* of the con¬ 
tinent. 

» • • 

Slavery In the Soudan. 


The British are doing what they can 
to break up slavery In the Soudan. 
This region was once one of the chief 
*lave nuulicls of the continent, Slaves 


were brought by the thousands from 
Central Africa to Khurtoum and Cm* 
durnian, and they found their way 
thence down to Egypt. During the 
Egyptian rule there w'ere military sta¬ 
tions in different parts of the country, 
and they became centers of the slave 
trade, and W'hen the navigation of the 
AVlfite Nile was declared free, it was 
mad© a slave route. Later on the Arabs 
raided the natives of Central Africa 
und sent up their slaves to Khartoum. 
Th© trade was somewhat checked while 
Gordon ruled, but It broke out again 
under the Mahdl, and when the British 
took hold, Omdurman was one of the 
chief slave markets, and slaves were 
brought In In droves from all parts of 
the country. Since then th© buying and 
selling of slaves has been stopped, as 
far as possible, but It is still carried 
on In many of the provinces, and It will 
be a long time before U cun be entire¬ 
ly eradicated. Sixty-seven slave deal¬ 
ers were captured last year and tried. 
Fifty-eight were convicted, and more 
than fifty received sentences In the 
penitentiary of from one to seven years 
each. 

• • • 

What a Swiss Boy Did. 


While 1 was at Asslout. about 300 
miles south of Cairo, l)f, Alexander, 
th© president of the Tracing College 
there, told me how a poor Swiss boy 
luroke up th© slave trade In upper 
Egypt- Said he: "This Incident oc¬ 
curred Just before the British occupa¬ 
tion of some yea rs ago. Th© l>oy, whose 
name was Roth, got the idea that It 
was his mission to aid in abolishing 
slavery, ami that his field lay in the 
Soudan. He had no money, but he 
worked his way to Alexandria, and 
thence up the Nile to Assiout, landing 
here without a cent. He applied for 
work at the mission school*, telling us 
his plans, and we finally arranged that 
he could teach French. While doing so 
he studied Arabic and went out through 
the country to learn ail he could as to 
slavery. He spent his vacations living 
with the people, traveling about and 
vlnlting the villages. It was then con¬ 
trary to tto© law to rell slaves in Egypt, 
but Roth learned that lb * trade was go¬ 
ing on. ami that cnravnnw were bring¬ 
ing slaves from the Soudan down h^ie, 
and that they were then sent to Tunis 
and Tripoli and thence to Cun?t:uitinopl©. 
One day he came Into the mission and 
said that a big slave caravan was en¬ 
camped outside Assiout, and that the 
men hid their *la\es in coves during tho 


day and sold them at night He begge<| 
me to go with him to the Governor and 
demand that they be punished. I did 
go, but was not able to do anything.” 

• • • 

Consul Helped. 


“After this.” continued Dr. Alexander, 
“Roth despaired somewhat, but said he 
intended to go to Cairo and get the 
English Consul General to help him. He 
did so and convinced the Consul Gen¬ 
eral that his story was true. The two 
went together to Riaz Pasha. w f ho was 
then Foreign Minister, and demanded 
that the sale of slaves be stopped. Roth 
had then the English Government be¬ 
hind him and the Egyptian Government; 
had to re*j>ect him. They gave him a 
company of 200 soldiers and told hlrm 
to go back to Asslout and capture the 
carttvHtfi. It was probably their Inten¬ 
tion to notify the slave dealers in t!m«w 
so they ciMild get away, but Roth stop- 
jKrd his special train outside the town* 
divided his company into two bands, 
surrounded the caravan and took the 
traders and sixty-seven slaves, whom 
they hod with them. He brought the 
plavrs to the mission school and an Id 
he wanted me to hold them, as the 
Egyptians would, not dare to take them 
from under the American (big. 

“Shortly after this there came a mes¬ 
sage from the Governor of the province 
ordering that the slnves be given up. 
The messengers were backed by sol¬ 
diers. but. nevertheless. ! refused, say¬ 
ing it was impossible on account of the 
absence of Dr. Hoge. the superintendent 
of the mission. The next day Dr. Hogo 
arrived, and the Governor sent for hint. 
He nbuaed him for not giving up the 
slaves, whereupon Dr. Hoge charged 
him with wanting to evade the law, and 
told him that If Asfflout had any respect 
for the law or had a Governor who was 
anything of a man the caravan would 
have been already arrested and tho 
owners punished. He then demanded 
that this be done, and n* a result tho 
slave dealers and slaves were taken to 
Cairo to be tried there- The (Jewnw 
merrt of Egypt did not dare to white¬ 
wash the transaction, and It was forced 
to dismiss the Governor and punish tho 
slave denhrs. Roth was afterward ap¬ 
pointed an agent of the Egyptian Gov¬ 
ernment to k»*ep down the slave trade, 
lie came to the Soudan nnd curried on 
his work there in connection with Gor¬ 
don and Slat In Pasha, and Slat In ppe&ks 
of him in his book entitled 'Fire nnd 
Fword in the Soudan/ He died while 
lighting the slnvv trade there/’

LAST OF HOLIDAYS 

The supper was the last of holi¬ 
day revels. 

Even now the English Christmas 
holiday lasts until Epiphany—oth¬ 
erwise. “Twelfth Night. 

Our boys and girls go back sober¬ 
ly to 6chool on tho 2d of January, 
when that date does not fall on 
Saturday or Sunday. 

The church festival of Epiphany 
wns instituted in commemoration 
of the visit of the Three ^Wise Men 
of the East to Bethlehem. It is 
also called “The Greek Christmas.” 

The gifts of the Magi to the In¬ 
fant Christ were gold, frankincense 
and myrrh, and those who detect 
aymbolism in every traditional cus¬ 
tom—the petty as well ns the dig¬ 
nified—-wiU have it that the spices 
and tropical fruit in the plum cake, 
end the gilding with which it wns 
decorated in lang syne, have refer¬ 
ence to the votive offerings left 
with the Virgin for her royal son. 

Without straining the imagina¬ 
tion to peer into the age* *. we recog¬

Twelfth Night Cake. 

Rub light a cupful of washed butte* 
and two cupfuls of fine granulatod 
sugar. 

Beat the yolks of eight eggs light, and 
add. hunting steadily as you go. to the 
creamed butter and sugar. Have readj 
half a pound each of raisins, seeded and 
chopped flne. and of currants thorough¬ 
ly cleaned and stemmed, a quarter of a 
pound of citron cut Into tiny strips with 
sharp scissors and the same of al¬ 
monds. blanched and minced. 

Dredge nil these well with flour. Sift 
two heaping cups of flour three times. 
Stir the fruit with alternate handfuls 
of flour Into the eggs and butter-mix¬ 
ture. together with a^t«*nspoonful each 
of cinnamon and ground mace. When 
these ingredients are well compounded, 
whip In th* stiffened whites of the eggs 
with long, horizontal strokes. 

Pour into a buttered mould with a 
funnel In the middle and bake In a 
steady oven for an hour, covered. Re- 
tnove the paper from tho top and bake, 
uncovered, until a straw comes out 
clean from the middle of the loaf. 

When cold spread with thick frosting 
and before this Is quite dry. letter the 
top "Twelfth Night" in glided comfits. 


Before sending the cake to table, 
make four incisions, carefully, in 
the underside, leaving as little trace 
ns may he of the work in the soft 
substance. Into one <ut thrust a 
dried bean; into another, a silver 
dime; into a third, a small silver 
thimble, and into the fourth, a gold 
ring. 

These articles must not be near 
to one another, and should be 
ushed well into the body of the 
oaf.

He or she who gets a slice 
with the bean in it will have a 
thrifty partner in the path matri¬ 
monial.

must cut the cake, and not a word 
be spoken until the slices are dis¬ 
tributed. Nor must any one of tho 
recipients examine what has fallen 
to his or her share until all aro sup¬ 
plied. 


Twelfth Night Cookies. 

Cream until light as frothed white of 
egg a cup of butter and three even 
cups of powdered sugar. 

Add to this a cupful of sour cream. 
Stir briskly for a minute, and whip 
Into tho foamy moss the beaten yolks 
of four egga Sift a quart of flour 
three times with a teaspoonful of bak¬ 
ing soda and odd. next, alternately 


with the frothed whltea of the eggs, 
strewing in. as you mix. two teaspoon- 
fuls each of fennel and of coriander 
aoed. 

Stir with a wooden spoon until the 
dough Is Just stiff enough to roll ouL 
Turn from the bowl out upon a floured 
board; roll with swift, light strokes Into 
a sheet a little more than a quarter of 
an Inch In thickness. Then cut Into 
■tars and bake In a quick oven. 

These are the "seedcakes" of our 
English ancestresses. 

Twelfth Night Tartlet*. 

(Sift two cups of flour Into a tray, and 
With a keen chopper mix through U half 
§ pound of butter that has bean washed 
end chilled. 

It should be like yellow dust when 
jrou are ready to make It Into dough. 

Beat the yolk of one egg very light, 
and stir It Into a cup of Iced water. 

Wet the yellow dust with this, using a 
wooden spoon and not touching It with 
your hands Turn upon a floured board 
and roll out quickly into a thin sheet. 

Roll this up as you would a piece of 
music and. keeping hands off. pound It 
flat with the rolling pin. 8tlck little 
dabs of butter all over It and sprinkle 
It with flour when you have rolled It 
out thin again. 

Roll, dab and flour three ttmes before 
making Into a last tlgh^ cylinder and 
setting It away on the lee for some 
hours. When It Is stiff and cold, roll 
Into a smooth (sheet a quarter-inch 
thick. Cut Into stars with a tin cutter 
of that design. 

You can buy one anywhere. Have 
couples of stars. With a round cutter 
take the centers out of half of them. 
Upon every whole star lay one that has 
been cut, fitting the points neatly upon 
one another. Bake to a delicate brown. 
When they are cold, put a spoonful of 
marmalade In the circular cavity of the 
upper star.

Put on a thick bed of fresh coal, let 
the fire burn about ten minutes, then

C ONSIDERABLE misapprehension 
appears to exist regarding tho 
so-called sour milk suoouoad to 
bo associated with the longevity 
of the people* of the Balkan Peninsula, 
says a writer In the London Dally Moll. 
This mUk product is called Jaurt, and 
It is a form of solidified milk of. when 
fresh, about tho texture and color of 
blanc-mange made from cornflour. 
Kept under proper conditions Is re¬ 
tains this character for two or three 
days, after which the whey begins to 
run from It and it is no longer fit for 
use. 

Its manufacture ls comparatively 
easy, and there exists no reason why 
It should not bu made in almost any 
household havlug access to a supply 
of fresh milk. 

Tho process Is as follows: An ounce 
of yeast ls required for each gallon of 
full milk. The yeast Is In the first In¬ 
stance dissolved in half a pint of milk 
which should he made luke-warm. 
Then divide the remaining quantity of 
milk Into two portions; one of these 
must be brought to boiling point and 
be turned quickly Into the other portion 
of cold mUk. £tir together, then add 
the dissolved yeast aud milk, and con¬ 
tinue stirring until the whole begins 
to seethe. 

The vessel containing the now fer¬ 
menting liquid must bo plunged into 
cold water, which has the effect of ar¬ 
resting the process of rapid fermenta¬ 
tion set up. 

The product which ts thus formed 
mu*;t l*i left In the vewel plunged in 
tho cold water until tho wholu forma a 
solid mass perfectly cold Reolf. This 
constitutes ihc- complete Jaurt, a de¬ 
liciously delicate form of curd, very 
slightly acid, but possessing the sweet 
flavor ofxreom and milk with a quite 
velvety texture. 

It must bo k<-pt In a w«31-«irod dairy, 
cellar or other dean and sweet-smell¬ 
ing place, bcc&uso It will become taint- 
eel easily. A dean linen cloth Is suf¬ 
ficient covering, end email wooden 
dairy tube or earthenware pipkins are 
tho best vessels In which to make and 
keep It. The Jaurt imitrt not bo cut, 
but any portion required removed from 
the atirTace with a flat wooden spoon. 

As wlll be e*cen, although tv.mlhir In 
form to tho curd of curds and w hoy and 
Vo ordinarily curdled milk. It is a quite 
dialling! product, and doubt pos- 
cesso.ii entirely diffemik properties. 

The people of Rnumuinla. Servia. Bul¬ 
garia, Macedonia, etc., eat It slmrpay 
Bprtnd on, or In conjunction wluh, 
bread, or with ecrtafcn dishes, such as 
eawHlUfl (forcemeat and rice <TOquett«» 
stewed, wrapped In vine-leaves), with 
all kinds of pastry and confectionery. 
wWth boiled fresh-water fish. and. hi 
fact, with almost everything at times. 

It figures alao in the form of a delici¬ 
ous cheese of the same character, the 
whey being pressed from It in small 
wooden square boxes, the cheese being 
kept for future use In the whey ex¬ 
pressed from It. 

That hs keeping properties arc good 
Sts assured from the fact that tlie pres¬ 
ent writer lias imported kegs of It Into 
this country by steamer, the voytage 
occupying a month, and found it frooh 
and eound on arrival, a condition It 
main!tainod for a further fortnll&At or 
more. 

The question whether tho consump¬ 
tion of Jaairt Is Ipso facto productive 
df longevity Is a moot one. The fact, 
however, remains that the people of 
those lands do, in the ordinary course 
of things, produce a much larger per¬ 
centage of persons tfitaining a groat 
age than dp the other European na¬ 
tions. Upon the other hand, the long¬ 
evity Is oWofly noticeable among tho 
penmntry and person* emanating from 
peasant nundtles, whose life, essential¬ 
ly pastoral. Is, perhaps, the healthiest 
which extet*.

Thes« cookers, 
which are still on the market, are u.tefi 
as follows: After a thorough heating, 
food to be cooked (stewed or boiled) Is 
placed inside the boat, scaled, and left 
for a sufficient time, when R U opened, 
and the food, cooked by the retained 
heat. Is ready to serve. 

Recently a company here has Im¬ 
proved upon the apparatus and pro¬ 
duced a tireless stove thiut not only 
cooks, but fries ami roasts. Profiting 
by past failures and successes the com¬ 
pany has perfected a cooker that, al¬ 
though on the market but a year, has 
already proved very popular. Frying 
and roasting are aocotnplljtfied In tb® 
now cooker by tho use of a heated 
stone. The atone is thoroughly heated 
In an oven, over gas or any lire, and 
placed In the conker with the steak or 
roast The box Is scaled up nnd left 
for an hour or so, as required, then 
opened, ami tho fool Is fully prepared 
ami hot In the double boxes nil three 
processes may proceed at one time 
without care or difficulty. 

Tho owners of the patent* on this 
latest apparatus* claim that the sales iu 
tho coming year will exceed 50.000 cook¬ 
ers In Germany and Switzerland.

Fresh Carrots and Canned Peas—Se¬ 
lect eight carrots of uniform small 
size, scrape, pare and wash.

Lay them In a saucepan with two 
sprays of parsley, two very small 
onions, half teaspoon of salt, two salt- 
spoons of white pepper, a teaspoon of 
sugar, half pint of hot water, or, better 
still, of white broth, with teaspoonful 
of butter. Simmer for five minutes, 
then set the pan in a moderate oven 
for twenty-five minutes. Remove from 
the fire and take out earefully the 
onions and tho parsley. Add a cup of 
canned peas, from which the juice has 
been poured, and which have been 
heated In a teaspoon of butter. Set 
back on the stove, stir gently for a 
minute, pour Into a hot vegetable dish 
and sprinkle lightly with chopped 
parsley. 

Fried Parsnips—Boll six medium¬ 
sized parsnips at any time when you 
are using tho fire for other purposes. 
While still warm, peel carefully and 


blng them dally with white vaseline 
and rerorcln. Mix these in the propor¬ 
tion of one ounce of petroleum Jelly or 
vaseline and eight grains of the resor¬ 
cin. Be sure to brush the eyebrows 
carefully every day with a brush which 
comes for this purpose, to give them a 
good arch and regular outlines. 

If the eyelashes are thin and coloi^ 
less at birth, have your physician, with 
his steady hand and keen scissors, cut 
them three times before baby is three 
months old.

The illumined win¬ 
dows of the adjacent church indTcutod 
that a religious meeting was being held 
simultaneously AcroUits and clown*, 
athlete* ami all sorts of rlngstera, trained 
dogs nnd trick ponle* went In and came 
out. The parson came from the church 
to make love to Polly, who for the first 
time felt abashed in tho short skirt* of 
her trade and hid her slender legs from 
her lover under a cloak. The snooping 
deacons trailed him and spied on the true 
lovers* tryst, which to them seemed to be 
an ungodly scandal. When you think of 
It. wasn't a parson’* ard«*nt courtship of 
a circus girl, even with no wickedness In 
it. quite enough to impair his usefulness 
as a spiritual guide in a staid village? 
But the d»*acons were depicted as un¬ 
pleasant old fellows, the girl w*a* sweet 
enough to «-at for candy, and the slump 
didn't eome In that first *cene of the 
last act.

Wait for the Circus. 

"This Is nothing." *ald an enthusiast 
behind me. "Wait for the circus." 

Very patiently l waited, because the 
outside doings had been admirably real¬ 
istic. Tho minister had Intercepted Polly 
on her way to the ring and begged her to 
abandon thl* clrcu* for his parsonage. 
For her love of him she had broken away 
from his encircling arm*, let the ring¬ 
master snatch away her wrapper, and, 
skirtless, made a dash into tho big tent 
curtain. 

During the Intermission I looked with 
•com at the clear water tnnt an uaher 
passed, and thirsted for pink lemonude; 
also hungered for peanut* while reading 
over anti over the programmes promise 
of five circus stunt* In the ring. I knew*, 
of course, that the nervously overwrought 
Polly would have another fail and would 
be picked up again by the parson, this 
time to hold for wedlock; but I would bo 
glud to have the dramatic Interest sus¬ 
pended during a half hour of old-fashioned 
siiigb-ring circus. But Thomps-f had 
changed Ids mind between Philadelphia 
and New York, even so late that the lillSa 
had been printed with a list of urenn acts, 
and I was not. after all. to get a spell of 
real clrcu*. it was well that I hadn’t 
heightened my expectation with punk lem¬ 
onade rind yellow peanuts. As It wits, 
the disappointment was all that I could 
l»ecr. Up went the curtain. A wide.back 
horse was circling around with a *hort- 
eklrtcd girl on him. A glance showed 
that tho girl wa« not Mabel Taliaferro** 
slender Polly, hu^a rather plump substi¬ 
tute In n duplicate costume. A murmur 
throughout the theater told that the uu- 
dlcnA wasn’t fooled, und resented tho at¬ 
tempt to fool It. Thereupon the play fell 
to pieces. It was of no avail that Polly's 
double, after making several * Xpert 
rounds on the horses back, fell off In a 
fit of modesty, or whatever else It was 
when she saw the minister among tho 
spectators Kveryone. was onto the fact 
that the ethereal Polly hadn't In a ml?i- 
ute distended to this material equeslricne. 
The curtain went down and up In a 
Jiffy; hut It gave time for the actress to 
take the place of the equestrienne on the 
ground ami continue her outcries. It 
wasn’t any more deceptive that the shift 
from a fat prirr.a donna io a tllm dun- 
seuse. and hack again, had he^n in grand 
opera for tho ttotorlou* dance in "Sa¬ 
lome." The people felt In a duty to them¬ 
selves to rhrjw that they h Ad n't been 
fooled; ami so, when the actress moaned 
from the hurt of a substitute’ll fall they 
clapped no hand* and voiced no bravo*. 
There was no ♦'all for the authoress who 
had satisfied them hitherto, for Thomp¬ 
son. the mightv Thompson—..go Casey 
at the bat-mud struck out Still, his 
wife find made a hit. and "Polly of the 
Circus'* Is a good-enough pluv to save 
Mie dissent of It* first night In New 
York, to the contrary notwithstanding. 

lloonov.dt, flockcfellcr and Teddy Bears 
are In a new play it h* nil Jolly, though, 
and none of the fun 1* uth. i than child¬ 
ish. for this l> a holiday show, the first 
one In many year* here meant t" nmu*o 
youngster*, and oldster* be-dnrn. N»*w 
York law requires, however, that permina 
under sixteen nt the theater chan bo ac¬ 
companied by adult custodian?;, nnd onco 
In a while the Gerry Society makes an 
admlsidon that a manager hn< sold at 
half a dollar or Its* cost hltn fifty dollars 
or more in a fine. So there are stunt* In 
"The Bad Boy und the Toddy pear*" 
which grown folk* have been known to 
enjoy, such a* a doxen singing and danc¬ 
ing fprla. Cnn It be that I, too. view the** 
blithesome matures with u complacency 
rising to gratification? For after solng 
one half doxen of them in the oftornm n, 
1 went In the evening to tho otbot 
half dozen. / As Christma* week was to 
bulge with i)ew play*, amt thl* one was to 
be performed for practice In Yonkers a 
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day before opening In town, I was at 
tin* muMp.ee In that suburban city. Tho 
theater had a stage none too big to give 
a concert on. and as to holding the per¬ 
son* and properties of a dramatic out¬ 
fit. It couldn t do it without crotvding 
bo that the influx of a dozen violently ac¬ 
tive show girls additionally was simply 
Impossible. A file of six. with elbow arul 
knee-roem for activity, crossed th** stage'* 
front from wing to wing, forcing the real 
actors to retreat from the front corners 
and find place* behind, which left no 
space for a roar row of envorters.

"I'm sent to tell you.*’ an usher whis¬ 
pered In my car. ^that tho rest of the 
showgirls Is crowded off." 

"Oh. they're up there In tho box." I 
guessed al »ud, for a lot of young women

• ’ look like students at a surgical 
clinic 

sir," was the reply; "they'll go 
on tip* evening." 

Was that a sufficient reason why I 
should take a Jonesomo dinner In Yonk¬ 
ers and return to the theater for the 
evening performance? It wasn’t worth 
while, n* the second half doxen matched 
the first exactly In j>ony *lxe in untrained 
volume of voices and In spry exercise*. 

Not much of a problem play Is "The 
Bad Boy and tne Teddy Bears." It 
doesn't set forth the feeling! aorlnj or 
political, between Roosevelt <uid the 
bears be hunt*. It might be taken for 
granted that they hate him for hi* gun. 
yet his portrait 1* hung In their den and 
they betray no 111-will, while a* for him 
he roll* his eye* and grins when they 
enenpv the trap* set for them by the 
King Of the Oil Trust. You see. Rocke¬ 
feller has a son who dealte* to wed a 
mountain Innkeeper's daughter, while sho 
chooses. Instead, a poor artist, and the 
bears trike sides with the girl, which de¬ 
termines Rockefeller to undertake tholr 
extermination. It Is a rather complex 
nffuir, and the children In the audience 
didn’t manifest any Interest In Us cthlcai 
point*: but they were still as mice when 
th<- girl was about to be kidnaped, and 
a* noKv a* magpie* when the Teddy 
bean* came tumbling down the mountain'* 
side Into the Inn's doorway to save her. 
Some of the beastle* had boys inside, and 
these slid down such winding trough* as 
th** little ones enjoy at summer resort*. 
Many mor^- were stuffed figure* moved In 
inclined grooves. But the Juvenile eyes 
wore not quick to detect the deception, 
n:v! to th* laughing, screaming youngsters 
the sprawling stageful of bears were all 
alive To me this was a veritable melo¬ 
drama of Toyland. that dear little girl 
and boy land, where It Isn’t unreasonable 
that Teddy bears should respond to their 
human friend** cry of distress.

LITTLE EXPECTED OF BODY. 


Washington, Doc. 2« — President 
Roosevelt to-day indicated by telegram 
to Gov. Sparks, of Nevada, that the 
Federal troops now at Goldfield will be 
ordered to remain there for a further 
period of three weeks, provide! the 
Governor within five days issues a call 
for a special session of the State Legis¬ 
lature. The telegram of the President 
was In response to one from the Gov¬ 
ernor, In which he sets forth the need 
of armed intervention, and expresses 
the doubt that to call the Legislature 
would result In the necessary request 
from that body for Federal aid. The 
correspondence, which wax made pub¬ 
lic at the White Hou*e, follows:

Governor’s Letter. 


Camon. New. Doc. 24. 1907.—The Pres¬ 
ident. Washington. As Chief Magistrate 
of the State of Neva la I have b.«n of 
the opinion for thc*past year thnt n con¬ 
dition bordering on domestic violence and 
Insurrection has existed in the Goldfield 
mining district. There has been an al¬ 
most constant state of war between the 
miners’ union and the mine owners, who 
employ the members of the union. Dur¬ 
ing the year 1907 practically one-fourth 
of the time was occupied In actual 
striker and several months In agitation 
about, other strikes. 

Without considering the merit of nn> 
of the controversies, it Is only necessary 
to state that the entire district.became 
divided into two hostile camp*- On the 
one hand the miners with their adherents 
and sympathizers and on the other hand 
the mine owners with their adherents 
and sympathizers The union alone 
claimed a nictnb< rshlp of 3,00i» and fuhy 
one-half of the member* were constant!? 

Union Buys Arms.

Arms and ammunition were purchased 
and kept by thr union us n body. On 
the other hand, the mine owners hail In 
their employ a large number of .watch- 
men and guards, who were constantly 
armed and on duty; In addition to those 
oimnnlae forces wire ttn unusually large 
number of the criminal clement at true tod 
to the new and booming minim: camp. 
Under such conditions the ctfll authorities 
w**re practically powerless Niey could 
attend to the onllnary petty offenders 
from day to day. but at tftfr first 
flict between the real armies of labor 
and capital they would have been swept 
awav. The repeated strikes ur.d contin¬ 
ued threats of other strikes irritated the 
mine owners more and more. It was 
dear to me. therefore, that when the last 
strike was called in the midst of the 
financial crisis spreading ovar ith* coun¬ 
try nnd with a Iona winter facing the 2t» - 
000 people situated upon desert, hundreds 
of miles fr'»in any centers of population. 
It was time to recognise the actual con¬ 
dition of affairs and »o a t accordingly.

RUSSIAN STEAMER REACHES 
PORT AFTER STRUGGI^. 


New Y *rk. Dec. 28;—With one of her 
passenger?* dead, another seriously In¬ 
jured and with her decks battered and 
scarred by tremendous waves, the Rus¬ 
sian steamer Saratov arrived here to¬ 
day from LI ban and Rotterdam. The 
voyage was a continuous struggle 
against wind and wave. Heavy weath¬ 
er w;nj|‘encountered from the start and 
the seventeen cabin and 827 steerage 
passengers were kept closely confined 
t6 their quarters. 

%rt On December 21 a huge wave brok*' 
over the bows, and sweeping down 
caught t’wo women steerage passengers. 
So great was the force with which the 
wall of water struck the women that 
one of them was Instantly killed. The 
other sustained serious injuries. Every¬ 
thing movable on that portion of the 
deck was caught up and carried along 
until It crashed against some, solid por¬ 
tion of th" ship. The damage to the 
ship was confined to the breakage of 
deck fittings.

HAT will be tho moat severe and 
interfering road run over given 
In this country will he that In 
Florida In February, the ex¬ 
act dole of which h ns not yet been set¬ 
tled. ' It will be in reality a club run 
of the most severe type, notwithstanding 
that the distances for each day's run 
seem short. 

The run will t)« from Jacksonville to 
Miami, SM miles, and under the auspices 
and direction of the Florida East Coast 
Automobile Association, the president of 
which. MaJ. Arthur B. Foster, Is taking 
a great Intefest in It, ns are the directors 
of the association. MnJ Foster will start 
thv run from Bay and Hogan streets. 
Jacksonville, and will welcome the driv¬ 
ers at S:. Augustine on the first log of 
their Journey. From that point President 
Foster will go to Daytona. either by au¬ 
tomobile or train, and ar/onge a recep¬ 
tion to the sand pluggerjtf at the beauti¬ 
ful home of the Florida East Coast Auto¬ 
mobile Association, on the famous Or¬ 
mond-Day tor. a beech. 

The start will be mad* early In the 
morning and the drivers will make a con¬ 
trol at the AJccaxar, St. Augustine, and 
thore take lunch and be checked by the 
Mayor of the city. Postmaster Alba. John 
Anderson and other prominent citizens. 
From that point the drivers will hit the 
Kings Highway for Ormond. The distance 
from Jacksonville to St. Augustine is 
thirty-seven mites, and the total distance 
for the day to Ormond will he 104 miles. 

Speaking of the Kings Highway. It is 
well known that King Georges troops 
built a rmul from Marysville. Go,, 
through the Florida forests, which Is still 
in very fair condition in places. Thomas 
White, father of Windsor White, presi¬ 
dent of the White Company, of Cleveland, 
baa recently pereoanlfy supervised the 
work of a force of men, wiio are planing 
the Kings Highway in tolerable shape In 
the neighborhood of Ormond. Mr \S Ul.« 
is a winter resklent of Florida, and is 
particularly anxious to see a rood built 
from Jacksonville to Miami, or a rood so 
Improved that automobillsts can drive the 
entire length of the peninsula. 

The second day's run will be to Rock- 
ledg.s 175 miles from Jacksonville. touU 
mileage of aovvnty-one miles for the day. 
Half of the distance, however. Is very 
rough going over a troll merely showing 
the way The third day's run will be from 
Rock Lodge to Si Plrtve. 342 miles, or six¬ 
ty-seven mile* for the day. This days 
run will be through a barren waste, and 
same creeks will nave to be forded, and 
possibly h little brldgework built but the 
comm Lssrion era of the county will give a 
hand in making the road passable by the 
time of the run. The fourth day s run 
will be a stemwlnder. and the "sand 
crabs." as the prospective drivers have 
already been dubbed, will have a day of 
strenuous work, as the going between Si.

Walker, superintendent of the ninth 
and tenth censuses. The census to bo 
taken In 1910 will be th© fir*t since the 
eaUfcblislunent of this pier man cut bu¬ 
reau. 

The director, S. N. D. North, who was 
an earnest advocate of a permanent of¬ 
fice, says he believes that the thirteenth 
census will disclose that there waa 
neither misrepresentation nor extrava¬ 
gance in the claims of those who per¬ 
suaded Congress that there would br¬ 
an economy of expenditure, time und 
service in keeping always on hand a 
skeleton organization for the deOatmlal 
rush. 

The enumeration of 1910 will be tnk* n 
on April 15 of that year. Hcroioforv the 
enumeration has been taken on June 1. 
Mr. North says that more accurate sta¬ 
tistics will be coHectcd by the proposed 
change of date. This change will have 
the effect, he thinks, ol showing great 
gains in ihe population of the groat 
cities like New York. Boston and Phila¬ 
delphia. He says that the summer re¬ 
sorts begin to attract many persons in 
May. and thut if the census is delayed 
until June l'the enumerators will find 
many vacant houses when they make 
their round*. 

In the last census ZOO supervisors 
were employed. It is proposed to have 
830 supervisors for the thirteenth cen¬ 
sus. The bill provides that these sup¬ 
ervisors shall be authorised to begin 
work on July 1, 1309, ho that the enum 
eration districts • can be laid out ati^l 
their geographical limits clearly defined 
and ftcrulinlzed in every ircality, with 
a view to the correct fun of omissions 
and errors. Mr. North says ho will 
make an effort to have high class men 
designated «va appetwlsors, and to this 
* nd luF proposes that these officials 
irtiall he paid a mtttimum compensation 
of $1,200 a gear. Tho supervisors are to 
be appointed by the president and, so 
far a:* practicable and doelrable, the 
boundaries of the nupiTvIson*' districts 
afie to conform to the boundaries of the 
congressional districts. . 

There will b& one supervisor for 
Greater New Yoiit, who will bo paid a 
salary approximating $5,000 a year. In 
most caero the supervisor !» to be paid 
a compensation based upon the popu¬ 
lation of hi* district. 

One large Iteqj of expense incident 
to the compilation of the twelfth cen¬ 
sus will be avoided in 1910. For th® 
rental of tabulating machine* used In 
the last census the Government ex¬ 
pended over $5tJ0.<Ks). By authority of 
Congress the Census Office now manu¬ 
factures Its own tabulating machines. 
Mr. North will be 

more rapid nnd accurate titan that pre¬ 
viously employed. H»* estimates that 
by this and other methods of economy 
Incident to the establishment of a p*r- 
matient office there will be a wiving 
sufficient to equal the additional cost 
of enumerating 25,000.050 more people 
than w r ore counted at the twelfth cen¬

Ninety-nine per cent, of the reform meas¬ 
ures proposed are in private Intenwl and 
not for the betterment of public morals 
This is so easy of establishing that rac¬ 
ing ho* not suffered, defense funds have 
not been necessary and the machine made 
reformers Invariably have boon ddesap- 
ptdntcd of their graft. It is vastly to the 
credit of those at the head of r.tcdng that 
they have absolutely refused to pay 
blackmail. Tho attorney of the Jockey 
Club k<x-s before tlie Legislative Comrnlt- 
t«e at Aibany and makee hie argument* 
the same an who propose the bills 

for the dilution of the greatest of Amer¬ 
ican sport* make theirs. That Is all. The 
result ha* t**o*n that racing is established 
on a count! footing and the si>ort !>«* tn- 
croascd in public favor yearly. 'Time has 
shown tiia necessity for further improve¬ 
ment In method*, and those financially 
anti sent l men tally tniert«ti*d m the turf 
should got tocother, not to prevent legi*. 
lotion, but to promote it.

When the Jockey Club was first formed 
the fifteen or twenty members who wore 
rtvillv interested in the development of the 
horse and tho cetablb^iunent of the sport 
worked logo the r and great good wae ao- 
compUshed. Afterward, when affairs* lx>- 
gon to run smoothly and as*Delation* 
were prespereue, the conduct of racing 
affair* was gradually assumed, arrogated 
or grabbed, whichever synonym may 
seem more suitable, by th»o president of 
the Jockey Club. At first hit* encroncn- 
ment on the right* of the whole Jockey 
Club wua so Inconsiderate that no oonv- 
m«nt wii* ex cl tod RtviLly it l» probable 
4nut the other members of thl* great and 
vaJunfefo turf governing bodv were well 
pleased to have one man assume all tbs 
n*n*msr 1*1 Biles aj»d attend to aM cho ds- 
tiuin. as it made fewer domand* on them 
from their business or from the Joys of 
racing. 

Gradually, however. Mr. August Bel¬ 
mont, having accumulated about all the 
executive power there was In the Jockey 
Club, delegated his authorities and labors 
to .Samuel H. Howland. Slight fault Is to 
be found with Mr. Belmont in this regard 
as Howland was his brothcr-ln-law and 
some use hnd to be made of him. He 
was nut wholly satisfactory, perhaps, a* 
a family exhibit or as u social ornament, 
and Mr Belmont cast about him possibly 
for the b*»st means of developing and 
utilizing whatever dormant values Mr. 

Howland possesses. Mr. Belmont’s Judg¬ 
ment of men and his diplomatic methods 
are sufficiently exhibited by his choice of 
his representative in the control of rac¬ 
ing details. 

Belmont pushes the button; Mr 
Howland appears, receives his lnstruc. 
tlons In genera! and elaborates them. The 
detail Itself is his to make or mar. and 
without any undue prejudice in Mr. How¬ 
land's favor, the Morning Telegraph sub¬ 
mits him as the most capable rnarrer tho 
turf hu* ever known.

Not only should tho 
stewards bo prevented from any owner¬ 
ship or participation In results, but start- 
el's, Judges and all persons having to do 
with the active carrying on of race meet¬ 
ings should be similarly prohibited. 

The Racing Commission should also be 
the final court in disciplinary matters. As 
affairs are at present conducted. If Mr. 
Belmont does not like the appearance of 
a man'* feature* or hia general demeanor, 
or possibly the rut of nls clothes, such 
man muy be barred from tracks or race¬ 
track Inclosures and bU entries refused. 
Such complete comprehension of power by 
Mr. Belmont was not contemplated In the 
origliml formation of the Jock«?> Club.
